A correspondent writes to -ug- 
gest that a few words be said on 
the duties of employers in relation 
to the war. “I have heard,” he 
says, ‘‘of one or two cases where men 
employed by British firms have 
volunteered for service but have 
been refused leave by their employ- 
ere. One would think that some 
means might, and indeed ought, to 
be found to let the men go.” We. 
think that the matter can scarcely 
be dealt with on quite such gen- 
oral lines. While it is obviously 
the duty of employers to make it 
‘as easy as possible for their em- 
ployees to volunteer, each partiou- 
lar case must, surely, be settled on 
ita_own merits. It ia conceivable 
that o time may come when every 
man who oan use a rifle will be 
needed, when for the moment the 
business of the Empire will have 
to look after iteclf. That time has 
not come yet. ‘(Business as far 
as possible as usual” is still the 
right motto for the day, and, where 
employees really feel that they can- 
not spare their men, they are, it 
seems to us, right in refusing to 
Jet them go. On the other hand, 
before leave is refused, employers 
ought to be very sure that s parti- 
cular “job” cannot possibly be 
left unattended.

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GREAT BRITAIN AND 
EGYPT. 
Dee. 19. 


‘Tur step which Great Britain 
has taken in declaring Egypt a 
British Protectorate is fully justi- 
fied by recent events. When, at 
the beginning of August, the 
Turkish Ambassador in London 
expressed uneasiness in regard to 
British intentions, Sir Edward 
Grey gave him a definite as- 
surance that his Government had 
nothing to fear provided Turkey 
remained neutral. A few days 
later a similar assurance was tel 
graphed to Mr. Beaumont, Bri- 
tish Chargé d’Affaires at Con- 
stantinople, in the following 
words. “Tf Turkey remains neu- 
tral and Egypt remains quiet and 
should no unforeseen circum- 
stances arise, his Majesty's Gov- 
ernment do not propose to alter 
the status of Egypt. A report has 
reached me that it is being al- 
leged that the annexation of 
Egypt is under consideration by 
his Majesty's Government. You 
should emphatically contradict 
this to the Turkish Government 
and say that we have no inten- 
tion of injuring Turkey, and you 
should add an assurance in the 
sense of the first paragraph."” No 
clearer or more binding promise 
has ever been issued by the 
Foreign Office, and had Turkey 
remained out of the war there is 
no question whatever that the 
promise would have been scrupul- 
ously kept. She chose, however, 
to go back on her original declara- 
tion of neutrality and. in obedience | 8™ 
to German bribes and German in- 
sinuations, to throw Britain's 
guarantees of safety into the waste 
paper basket. Even if Egypt did 
not constitute a point d'appui for 
hostile acts, Great Britain would 
be within her rights in seizing 
the country. When, however, it 
is as plain as anything can ‘be 
that Turkey has been influenced 
from Berlin in the hope of lessen-

The in- 
tention at the time this conven- 
tion was signed was to set a time 
limit to the British occupation 
nd two years later a second con- 
vention actually arranged a date 
for the withdrawal of the British 
troops, leaving the British Gov- 
ernment, however, the right to 
postpone the date in the event of 
internal peace or external security 
being seriously threatened when 
the time for withdrawal came. 
‘The convention was sighed, but 
under pressure from France and 
Russia, at that time not on the 
friendly terms with Great Brita’ 
which exist, so happily, to-da; 
The Sultan refused to rati 
Accordingly, Great Bri- 
tain's position in Egypt has been 
governed, ae far as legal theory 
is concerned, by the first Wolff 
agreement, snd under it the 
Khedive held an essential place 
in the administration of the coun- 
try. He appointed the Council 
of Ministers and gave legal sanc- 
tion to all administrative decrees. 
Moreover, he appointed the Com- 
ander Chief of the Egyptian 
force of 18,000 men. 
By his actions he has broken the 
link between the Governor-Gen- 
eral, Sir Reginald Wingate, and 
the Sultan, In order words. 
when Turkey declared war, her 
partnership with Great Britain 
in the Government of Egypt 
broke down. All that Britain 
has done for Egypt during the 
past thirty years entitles one to 
use that term. Whatever pro- 
sperity the country enjoys to-day 
she owes directly or indirectly to 
Rritiah assistance, and we ven- 
ture to predict that the step the 
British Government has just 
taken will prove this. Much has 
been heard during the past few 
years of a Young Egyptian party. 
Tt has now an opportunity of 
putting its doctrines to the 
test of a public verdict. If. 
as the nationalists have claimed. 
Egypt is discontented and desirer 
to be rid of the presence of the 
British, she can and will seize the 
chance now presented to her of 
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rebelling against them. ‘There 
are no signs at present that she 
has decided to do this, nor do we 
think that she will. 


JAPAN’S FINANCIAL 
POSITION. 
Dec. 21. 

‘Tue financial arrangements of 
Japan, like those of every other 
country in the world, will have 
to be readjusted on account of the 
war, in which she is one of the 
combatants. Nevertheless, it is 
believed that the war will not 
seriously affect her. A big 
surplus is expected in the 
actual results of 1913-14; while 
the coat of the operations round 
Tsingtao will, to some extent, be 
met out of available resources. 
It may be taken for granted that 
on account of the short duration 
of the war in the Far East, bor- 
rowing at present is unnecessary. 
Japan during 1913 has been 
particularly prosperous. The vol- 
ume of foreign trade reached a 
record total of Y.1,361,000,000, 
indicating prosperity unpre- 
cedented in the history of her 
foreign trade. Although the 
actual results of 1913-14 are not 
as yet known, the increase in the 
revenue is expected to be Y.128,- 
000,000 more than the budget 
estimate—this total including, of 
course, Y.85,000,000, the surplus 
brought forward from the previous 
year. The receipts ond disburse- 
ments were so carefully adjusted 
28 not to necessitate heavy bor- 
rowing, and the amount of 
treasury bills issued during the 
year was insignificant. 
For the coming year, 1914-15, 
e budget, according to the 
‘Financial and Economic Annual 
of Japan" for 1914, estimates @ 
surplus of Y.95,000,000. The 
principal changes in revenue as 
compared with the previous year 
are: decreases aggregating Y.21,- 
050,000, due to the adjustment of 
ines-re-tax, the total abolition of 
the duty on rice imported into 
Japan proper from other parts of 
the Empire, reduction in the 
orice of salt and postponement of 
payment for monopoly goods ; and 
increases amounting to ¥.24.980.- 
900 as a result of the general 
economic development of the 
country. Expenditure is increas- 
od chiefly on grants to cities and 
vaval and military ontlays, and 
decreased on the administrative 
adjustment of departmental ex- 
renses, and interest on loans. 
‘The net proposed reduction in ex- 
penditure is Y.34,650,000. The 
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Annual states that the ‘‘original 
budget for the year failed to pass 
the Diet and these new plans 
could not be carried into effect; 
and as only such expenditure as 
could not be postponed was pro- 
vided for within the limits of the 
Budget for the preceding year, 
there are no items deserving 
special mention in the new bud- 
get programme.” No loans will 
be issued in the money market, 
as hitherto, for meeting expendi- 
ture on railways and colonial un- 
dertakings; and the maximum 
amount of treasury bills to be 
issued is put at Y.50,000,000 to 
be devoted mainly to the redemp- 
tion of national loans. 

Under ordinary conditions this 
programme would have been car- 
ried out. Apart from the actual 
expenses of the Tsingtao cam- 
paign, Japan is suffering from 
depression of trade due to the 
European war. Customs duties 
and business taxes were estimated 
to bring in higher yields in the 
budget of the current year; but 
the dislocation as early as August 
reduced the volume of trade by 
about twenty-five per cent. Prices 
of staple export articles like silk 
have dropped heavily ; and busi: 
ness is at a low ebb. Revenue is 
bound to decrease, although it is 
hard to say to what extent. Ex- 
penditure will also have to be 
proportionately decreased; but 
whether that is possible is very 
doubtful. As in former years no 
funds could be raised in Europe, 
and the programme for redemp- 
tion of loans is out of the ques- 
tion. The situation is one fraught 
with difficulties ; but with two pre- 
vious years of prosperity, it is to be 
hoped that the Japanese Govern- 
ment will be able to tide over the 
trouble. For one thing, Japan is 
profiting out of the trade in mili 











tary supplies to Russia; and 
prices on the whole are showing 
a downward tendency, especially 
in necessaries. Her exports are 
already affected badly, owing 
mainly to the paucity of business 
in China; but the volume of im- 
ports is also decreasing, so much 
so that her adverse balance of 
trade is not likely to be in a 
higher proportion than in the 
previous year. Much depends on 
the duration of the war ; but these 
factors should help the country 
through the present period of 
depression. 





THE 
RESPONSIBILITY OF 
NEUTRALS.

Perhaps the best known of all 
legends is that which contains the 
question which has occupied the 
attention of men of all times and 
climes—“‘Am I my brother's 
keeper?" Simple as it seems, 
there are many ways in which, 
when turned into @ proposition, 
this subject may be viewed.

with impunity, ‘no more regard 
being paid to them than to other 
“scraps of paper’? 

It cannot be denied that such 
questions must, in the minds of 
all serious people, in the minds of 
all who have any regard for theit 
pledged honour, raise _ painful 
cogitation. ‘That the subject has 
been, and is being, considered in 
the United States we know from 
the columns of our contemporsr- 
ies, and if we do not refer to 
similar questionings elsewhere, it 
is because the United States 
stands ‘to-day as the greatest of 
all neutrals, greatest in weight, 
in power, in influence. The 
last thing we should dream 
of urging upon her—though not 
a few of her own sons have done 
even that—is an active entrance 
into the present quarrel. Tha 
we have the weight of her public 
opinion on the side of right is 
enough for us, but we agree with 
those who think that it would 
have'been well if Washington bsd 
taken time by the forelock and 
in the last hours of July, or the 
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first of August, had reminded Ber- 
lin of her binding promise to the 
United States, as to all other 


Powers, that she would hold 
neutral territory sacred. Pre- 
sident Wilson did not forward 


that reminder. Nor, so far as 
wwe know, has he made any of- 
ficial protest regarding two other 
matters to which Mr. Roosevelt 
calls attention. The Hague Con- 
vention forbids the levying of 
exactions on general communities 
for the isolated acts of irresponsi- 
ble individuals. Yet Germany, 
to these articles, 
upon millions 
from Belgian districts and cities. 
Another article forbids the wan- 
oon destruction’ of towns and 
villages, and regarding this Mr. 
Roosevelt says, ‘Either this 
prohibition is meaningless, or it 
prohibits just such acts as the 
punitive destruction of Visé, 
Louvain, Aerschot, and Dinant."” 
‘And again the question is, what 
should neutrals, parties to the 
Convention, do in the cir- 
cumstances?

She was once on the eve of 
hostilities with Austria, and in 
more recent times she took part 


in the punishment of the Boxers. 
It is not possible for her to hold 
aloof from the, rest of the world. 
But though, so far as we can 
gather, the great majority of her 
sons do not wish her to enter 
actively into war against the pre- 
sent breakers of International 
Law, they do expect her to state 
with perfect plainness her dis- 
pleasure at the wrong done to 
others, and the bad faith—to say 
the least of it—exhibited towards 
herself. 
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THE MACHINERY 
FOR CONSCRIPTION. 


Dec. 23. 


The Parliamentary Recruiting 
Committee, one of the many re- 
lcruiting agencies which the war 
has called into existence, recently 
issued an appeal which’ contain- 
ed the following sentence ‘‘there 
has been a generous response {o 
the appeal for men for the new 
armies, but the number of re- 
cruits, though large, does not 
meet the nation's need.”’ Since 
then, the Germans have been 
rash enough to bombard a 
popular sea-side resort with re- 
sults which they describe as. 
snatching the trident from 
Britannia’s hands but which 
have, in reality, affected 
situation in one way only— 
by increasing the number 
of volunteers for active service. 
One can easily imagine with 
what dismay the type of German 
whom “Punch” is satirizing just 
now will—if he really exists at 
all—watch the effects of the bom- 
bardment of Hartlepool, Scar- 
borough and Witby. Possibly, 
if he is not altogether too dis- 
concerted, he will see the 
humorous side of a people at 
last realizing that a German fleet 
e and that its harbours are 
little more than three hours dis- 
tant. Sheer inability to appre- 
ciate the nearness of the war, 
coupled with the complete break- 
down of the German programme, 
have been the cause why in No- 
vember, when the Parliamen- 
tary Recruiting Committee's ap- 
peal was issued, fewer recruits 
than are required had come for- 
ward. Recent messages show that 
the War Office is not now likely 
to want more men than it can 
get. 

Yet however patriotically the 
nation may respond to the calls 
made on it, the inherent weak- 
nesses of a voluntary military 
system from the point of view 
of organization may necessitate 
conscription. There is a common 
idea that such a change would 
be difficult.

RAILWAY WORK IN 
CHINA. 


INTERESTING PAPER BY MR. 
I, TUXFORD. 


Mr. Ivon Tuxford, Maintenance 
Engineer of the Shanghai Nanking 
Railway, read an interesting paper 
at Tuesday evening's meeti rg of the 
Engineering Society of China, his 
subject being ‘Railway Mainten- 
ance,” with special reference to the 
system in force on the Shanghai 
Nanking Railway. 


He first desoribed the staff or- 
ganization covering every detail in 
the control and maintenance of the 
Tine, and gave particulars of an in- 
toresting method, introduced Ly 
Mr. A. C. Clear, to overcome the 
difficulty of obtaining accurate re- 
ports on permanent way work in 
consequence of gangers and coolies 
being deficient in knowledge either 
of their own or the English lan- 
guage. A “picture” language has 
been adopted. Instead of words, 
pictures of the tools used, and 
‘other symbols, are drawn on the 
report sheet to represent work 
done, and with a knowledge of these 
symbole, and of the numerals from 
1 to 10 the workmen are able to 
send in full and reliable reports of 
the work. Pictorial representations 
are also used in giving special in- 
structions to gangers, as for cx 
ample, the method of protecting 
coolies engaged round a trolley on 
the open line, the picture showing 
a gang at work and  signalmen 
ready up and down the line with 
detonators and red flag to warn ap- 
proaching trains, 


System of Payment. 


The system of paying the nen 
spread over s distance of 200 miles 
is simple and interesting. Being 
always paid on the same day at the 
‘end of each month, and by an In- 
spéctor travelling with pay clerk 
always on the same train, the men 
know exactly at what time to leave 
their work and go to the nearest 
station. The money for each gang 




















is placed in separate bags, and se 
parate amounts have numbere cor- 








asa receipt. In order that the 
ganger, who usually provides food 
for the men, may not overcharge 
them, the proper amount due ia de- 
ducted from the men’s wages and 
paid direct to the ganger. 


‘Working of Signals, 

As in the case of most of the cir- 
culars issued to the staff by the en- 
gineering department, instructions 
to the train-working staff are based 
upon the picture system, with am- 
ple notes, making them as nearly 
self-explanatory as possible. The 
signals are worked by four levers 
operated from the centre of the sta- 
tion under the direct control of the 
station master, and the points are 
secured by a lock inserted by the 
pointsman, this lock being placed 
in the four-foot way so that it can- 
not be tampererd with during the 
passage of a train. Even if the 
locking is not correctly done it is 
impossible for the home signals to 





be pulled off, and—short of crim- 
inal negligence—absolute safety 
‘ia secured. 

Thetts of Wire. 

‘The system is extremely simple 
in detail. When it was first in- 
troduced, the company suffered 
from enormous thefts of signal 


wire, which ie of forty-nine strands 
and ‘greatly coverted by junk and 
boat owners. The pilfering was ev2n- 
tually stopped by a neat contri- 
vance. The strands of the wire 
were unravelled mid-way _betwoen 
each signal “peg”, and s0 rebound 
and soldered that the wire is pre- 
vented from passing through the 
pulley-wheel att to the 
“pegs”, which are about thirty feet 
apart. “As short lengths of wire 
were of no use to the boatmen, 
they soon ceased to take further i 
terest in the wire.

THE POSITION IN POLAND. 

Before we accept German stories 
of vast victory in Poland at face 
value, one or two points may be 
remembered. The first German re- 
Port of the evacuation of Lodz 
Bave it to be understood that the 
Germans had driven the Russians 
out of Lodz in full rout. Sub- 
sequently, Petrograd explained that 
Lodz had been deliberately eva- 
cuated, during a complete lull in the 
fighting. Now, forgetful of its 
first version, the latest German 
Headquarters report acquiesces in 
the Russian account. The Russians, 
it says, retired from Lodz “‘stea'th- 
ily,” and at first their absence was 
not noticed. Evidently, if the 
Russians found Lodz too expensive 
to hold, the Germans had found it 
80 expensive to attack that they 
were in no condition to press hard, 
or the Russians could not have got 
out stealthily, unobserved. But 
why this discrepancy between the 
first and second German versions 
of the evacuation of Lodz? It is 
just these little things which make 
it so impossible to place any re- 
liance on German “victories.” 
Meanwhile, there are certain other 
considerations which suggest that 
the Germans have, even yet, not 
grasped the principle of Russian 
strategy. 















AMERICA’S 
RESPONSIBILITY. 

The New York “Outlook” gives 
prominence to an important state- 
ment made by Mr. Robert Bacon, 
American Ambassador to France, 
that America is just as much res- 
ponsible for the neutrality of Bel- 
gium any European Power. 
America signed the Second Hague 
Convention, two articles of which 
are 


L—The territory of a neutral Power is 
jolable.

.—Belligerents are forbidden to. move 
troops or convoys of either munitions of 
war or supplies across tho territory of a 
neutral Power. 


Further, it is emphasized that 
Articles 49 and 52 declare it illegal 
to levy excessive contributions on 
territory occupied by a hostile army’ 
—articles that clearly pro’ ibit the 
huge levies which Germany has im- 
posed on Brussels and Brabant. 
‘The “Outlook” strongly endorses 
this view and regrets that the Unit- 
ed States Government did not re- 
cognize its share of responsibility 
for the violated Convention by at 
least a vigorous protest.

CHINESE “TUCK SHOPS.” 

A school without a “tuck shop” 
is almost unthinkable. As long as 
schoolboys have stomachs they will 
insist on filling them at irregular 
hours with the delicacies, not pro- 
curable at home, for which they 
have a special fancy. Equally cer- 
tain is it that, however well regu- 
lated your “tuck shop” may be, 
it will occasionally result in grief 
and pain. Chinese “tuck shops,” 
which is what the coolies referred 
to in a letter published this morn- 
ing constitute, sound peculiarly 
dangerous things. Not that we take 
the view, so frequently expressed 
by foreigners in China, that all un- 
familiar edibles sold by Chinese are 
necessarily harmful. The Chinese 
make as good and as harmless 








sweets as Europeans. The danger 
lies less in the product sold than in 
the agents and conditions of sale. 
To what extent the health of Shang- 

i’s school children is really threat- 
ened in this particular way we do 
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not know, but if there is any chance 
at all of sickness being caused pre- 
ventive measures ought to be taken.

THE OUTFLANKING 


MOVEMENT. 

A careful perusal of the telegrams 
received since the capture of Ver- 
melles clearly shows that the aut- 
flanking movement of the Allies is 
developing surely, and more rapid 
‘The occupation of Vermelles ap- 
pears to have marked a definite 
stage in the operations, and by this 
sucoess the German communications 
along the main road from Lens to 
La Bassée were threatened. Since 
then the Allies have shown marked 
activity from the North Sea right 
down to Arras. On December! 
14 a combined attack was made 
by the Allies on the line from Hol- 
lebeke to Wyteschacte and several 
German trenches were captured, 
the troops making substantial pro- 
gress to the south of Ypres. The 
British captured and held a small 
wood to the west of Wyteschaete, 
while the French established them- 
selves along the Ypres Canal and 
to the west of Hollebeke, in spite 
of vigorous counter-attacks. On 
the 16th it was reported that French 
and Belgian troops had debouched 
from Nieuport and established 
‘themselves on a line from Lombaert- 
zydo to St. George's. The same 
day the British squadron bombard- 
ed Westende, to the north-east of 
Lombaertayde. In the next few 
days these troops pushed towards 
Dixmude and north-eastwards, while 
another force occupied Loo to the 
south. The Allies were already 
facing the enemy near Langematck ; 
to the south of Ypres an advance of 
600 metres was made in the direc- 
tion of Klein Zillebeke; trenches 
were taken at Gheluvelt; ¢he Brit- 
ish advanced in the district of 
Armentires; and south of La 
Basséo a gain of a kilometre was 
made, Still farther south substan- 
tial progress has been reported, 
notably to the east of Arras where 
the whole of the enemy’s first line of 
trenches was secured. Later tele- 
grams indicate the development of 
this offensive, and with reinforce- 
ments arriving from Great Britain, 
the hope of a still more rapid exe- 
cution of the great outflanking 
movement may be entertained.

and military experts apparently 
agree that her miscalculation with 
regard to the campaign in the west 
has let her down very badly. By 
displaying considerable activity in 
many places along the western 
front the German armies may be 
able to delay the advance of the 
Allies, but, judging by events, the 
German army in Poland will need 
to crush. the Russians with great 
expedition if a retreat from France 
is to be avoided. Germany cannot 
afford to delay matters unduly, 
hence we saw her attempt a bold 
stroke which nearly ended dis- 
astrously for the Russians. But 
Duke Nicholas and his army were 
‘on the alert and the Germans were 
compelled to fight a powerful enemy 
under difficult conditions in order to 
extricate themselves from the net 
laid by Russian strategy. At the 
moment Germany is hurriedly send- 
ing all available reinforeements to 
Poland, trusting to her ability to 
hold the Allies in the western thea 
tre of war some time longer.

No 
wonder they died out before a faith 
with books. Look what amass of 
books christians produce. Look 
what a Christian literature we have! 
what thousands of books dealing 

_ With the Gospel from every possible 
point of view— commentaries, 
tales, histories, biographies. Look 
at the list of the Religious Tract 
Society and see what books on 
science, art and religion, on every 
subject it produces; because Christ- 
ians believe that Christianity 
touches, —illumines and redeems 
every department of human life. 
Books, we will have books, Our 
religion must have them, Remember 
that. The Gospel is a history of 
certain things done on the earth 2,000 
yenrs ago. Whatever else Chris 
ianity is, whether doctrine, truth 
and idea, it is first of all history.

provide their people with books. 
Let us take as an example king 
Alfred, who had the hardest time of 
any king of England. As you know 
he lived from 849 to 901 A.D. During 
his reign the last attack of heath- 
enism on England was made by 
the Danes, then, ferocious warriors 
and heathen. They treated the Saxon 
as the Saxons had treated the Brit 
ish, East and Mid England were 
harried and ravished, and towns 





























burned. Alfred was an outcast—he 
had to collect an army seeretly to 
fight the Danes. It was a terrible 
time. Yet he wrote and translated 
books. He felt that the cause of} 
Christ is the cause of knowledge. 
Robbed and distressed as his people 
were, he felt that they must have 
books, and so we have the story of} 
the good king translating books by, 
the light of a candle, which the 
wind, whistling through the chinks 
in the walls of his palace, blew out. 
It is interesting to see what books 
Alfred thought his people needed. 
There was the Universal History of 
Orosius, a Spanish theologian of 
about 400 A. D., and Alfred added 
some account of voyages of dis- 
covery in Northern Europe; then 
the “Ecclesiastical History” of 
tho Venerable Bede. There was 
nothing narrow in Alfred. 
The idea that Christian writers 
are men of one idea is wrong entire- 
ly. Christ touches and needs all 
knowledge. Then he translated 
the “Consolations of Philosphy” by 
Boethius, who lived about the year 
500 A.D., and whom Gibbon calls! 
the last Roman whom Cicero would 
have recognized as a fellow-country- 
man. Falsely accused of treason by 
Theodoric the Ostrogoth, he wrote 
book in prison, Alfred wisely 
thought that his people, tried as 
they had been by the Danes, might 
get some comfort from a book 
itten by s much-tried soul, in 
prison. For spiritual ‘stimulus he 
translated Pope Gregory's “Cura: 
Pastoralis” and  “Dialogues"”"—a 
fine output for such a worried king. 
So it has always been: not only the 
Bible but every kind of book, travel, 
story, biography has been used by 
Christian people to make the Gospel 
known. Alfred was broad in his 
choice of books, just as this Tract! 
Society is. The Christian life 
needs every kind of book to nourish 
it. 

Books are of all sizes. The Chin- 
ero hold the record there. There 
is however no need for a book to 
be big. In war we know that there 
are projectiles weighing a ton: 
they have their dreadful uses, but 
there are also small bullets, which 
drill small holes in a man: and 
they have uses too. It is just so 

we do not for one 
's need the projectile 
the big book. They are awkward to 

ry about, and they are expen- 
sive too: we want the bullets: the 
little books, the handy books. 
This war shows us that a little 
bullet can make very businesslike 
wounds. It does its dreadful 
business very well: why, then, why 
O why? should not a little book 
do its business very well toot Why 
should it not be » compact stat 
ment of Christ's case—as a bulle 
is a compact mass of lead? Why 
should not a little book—a tract 
have a sharpt point in its argument 













































an be #8 capable of piercing the 
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tough conscience of a sinner as the 
bullet can pierce a bone and drill 
a hole through it, as it sometimes 
does? We read here that the 
Spirit of God after showing Jobn 
a ‘‘great roll” of a great book of 
judgement, showed him a “little 
book,” which was a book, not al- 
together of judgement, but as it has 
been called, “a vindication of 
righteousness and of a divine and 
righteous order.” Here we have 
what we may call the archetypal 
tract: a little book that just makes 
a sinner’s heart feel the bitterness 
of repentance: and then when he 
‘alizes the wonderful grace of 
God in Jesus Christ forgiving him 
his sins, the book is in his mouth 














“as sweet as honey.” Was there 
ever a finer and truer description 
given of what a tract is intended to 
be and to do than this in the Book 


of Revelations? And we are asked 
to sympathize with and help in the 
shooting of these workmanlike 
bullets into the body. of Chinese 
heathenism, or to take a better 
figure, to shoot these rays of light 
into the darkness of this empire. 
Who will not help? 

Now notice next that the 
ttle books” or tracts has been 
demonstrated again and again in 
the history of the church. There is 
no denying that. Let me give you 
an illustration or two of how in 
great controversies, when vital 
doctrines have been at stake, on 
which the very life of the Church 
has been at stake men have made 
‘tracts their cartridges to get home 
at their opponents, ‘There were 
the Hyistolae Obscurorum Virorum, 
which came out in 1516 A.D. The 
Reformation had just begun and 
the books supporting it were of a 
theological character as we might 
expect. Then appeared these: let- 
ters, full of humour and sarcasm. 
They had a tremendous vogue. No- 
thing kills like good-humoured ridi- 
cule. And so, Ulrich von Hutten, 
to whom most of them are attribut- 
ed, had ® great share in helping 
the cause of reform. Let none 
despise tracts, 

Similarly there was a great stir 
in England about the year 1641 
when Bishop Hall, whose works are 
@ treasure to any one 
them, published his “Humble 
monstrance to the High Court of 
Parliament.” This was replied to 
by five divines on the other side in 
a book called by the awkward name 
of Smectymnus, from the initials 
of the authors. Then the heather 
was on fire. Let no one despise 
tracts. They have served every 
good cause and some bad ones. In 
any case they are effective, and the 
chuech of Christ cannot neglect any 
effective weapon. And so now, we 
come to the China Tract Society. 
Surely it lies with the superior 
people who despise tracts to show 
why tracts should be despised as 
religious weapons when they have 
been so effective in every form of 
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import of opium is to go on 
for a definite number of years and 
yet in many parts of the country 
not closed _ to import steps 
have been taken to stop the 
buying and selling of the commodity 
in such @ way as to make the right 
to import it valueless.

Of this latter fact Mr. 
Little seems entirely to lose 
sight. “There is this to be 
said,” he argues,“ against 


the opium investor which cannot be 
urged acainst the ordinary share 
and commodity investor namely 
that he knew he was playing with 
fire. He was well aware that he was 
dealing in a doomed trade.” On 
the contrary, he had every right to 
think that he was safe in investing 
his money in a trade for the con- 
tinuation of which the British Gov- 
ernment has made special arrange- 
ments. On this point Mr. Little's 
ideas of justice and our own are, 
apparently, irreconcilable. We are 
not “on the side of” the opium 
trade in the sense in which he seems 
to use the words. We oppose the 
sudden closing of the shops because 
such an action would in our opinion 
be unfair. 


The Business Side. 

When he comes to the business 
side of the matter Mr. Little seems 
to be ill informed.

quaintance with the trade knows 
that the prices at the Government

CHINA’S FINANCES. 


CLOSING QUARTER’S INCOME. 

From Our Chinese Correspondent. 

Peking, Dec. 14. 

According to the official report of 
the Ministry of Finance to-the Pre- 
sident, the total receipts of the 
Central Treasury from October 1 to 
December 1 amounted to 87,843,316, 
chiefly from salt revenue, title deed 
tax, stamp tax and customs’ re- 
ceipts. Hence the Central Gov- 
ernment has been in @ position to 
meet its foreign obligations in ad- 
dition to its administrative and 
military expenditure during the 
last two months. The shrinkage of 
the receipts of the Maritime Cus- 
toms on account of the war is now 
felt and President Yuan has order- 
ed the Ministry of Finance to lose 
no time in devising means to meet, 
the shortage as the customs revenues 
have. been pledged to foreign 
Powers. 


Loan for Silk Filatures, 

The Government has sanctioned 
the loan of Tls. 600,000 jointly by 
the Bank of China and the Bank of 
Communications, each of which will 
pay to the Chinese silk filature as- 
sociation at Shanghai Tis. 100,000 
per month. The loan is for an inde- 
finite periud at 6 per cent interest 
to be refunded to the two banks by 
a special duty of Tis. 30 per picul 
of filatured silk at the Maritime 
Customs of Shanghai until the 
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amount and its interest are fully 
paid up by the silk merchants. 
The Government believes that by 
this method the large number of 
workmen and women of the various 
filatures in Shanghai will not lose 
their occupations. 


Hanyang Arsenal and Iron Wor! 

By order of the President, Mar- 
shal Tuan Chih-kuei of Hupeh, pre- 
vious to coming to Peking last 
week personally inspected the 
Arsenal, the Iron Works and the 
Powder Factory at Hanyang in com- 
pany with some prominent Chinese 
Generals, The object of Marshal 
Tuan’s visit to these important 
works at Hanyang was to supply 
a detailed report about them to the 
Central Government in view of pos- 
ible future developments. The 
Government pays more attention to 
this Arsenal, which is consi 
the best in China, than to the 
Kiangnan and the Tehchow Arsenal 
and it is reported that about Tis. 
2,000,000 worth of new machinery 
from the Bethlehem Works of the 
United States will be installed in 
the Hanyang Arsenal shortly. 


Chinese Mohammedans and the 
War. 


In reply to the inquiries of the 
Central Government concerning the 
condition of Chinese Mohammedans 
in Hsinkiang, Kansu and Shensi, 
the local ‘authorities of these Pro- 
vinces report that, contrary to the 
false report of Japanese papers 
about the sending of $500,000 to 
Turkey by Chinese Mohammedan 
subjects as a war contribution, the 
majority of Chinese Moslems know 
very little about the intrusion of 
Turkey into the fray in Europe. In 
fact, Chinese Mohammedans care 
nothing about their co-religionisis 
in Turkey because they have no in- 
tercourse with Turkish Moslems in 
peaceful times. The Chinese Govern: 
ment has issued an official denial of 
the report.

CONFERENCES IN PEKING. 





From Our Own Correspondent. 


Peking, Dec. 18. 

Several conferences have been 
held of late at the Presidential 
Palace to determine upon certain 
lines of policy. So far it has been 
decided that the whole of the coun- 
try must be resurveyed in order 
properly to collect the land tax; 
that the land tax must be read- 
justed; that the army must be re- 
modelled, and that the police sys- 
tem must also be reformed. 

In regard to the army the Pre- 
sident complains that it consists of 
too many independent factions to 
be of national value. He no doubt 
vividly remembers General Chang 
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Chun and his extraordinary force 
of bequeued roughs; a body which 
not only does not wish to cut its 
hair, but which also asserts the 
right to go only where it  listeth. 
Other forces in the provinces are 
somewhat similar. Scarcely any 
Provincial force will serve in any 
‘ther province for long, and the 
authorities have, of course, to be 
extremely careful lest by demand- 
ing what should be expected of 
any national force they tread upon 
the tender toes of the soldiery and 
thereby precipitate a rebellion or, 
at least, a mutiny. 


Separate Spheres of Action. 
‘The President desires this to be 
altered, and plans are now to be 
made to put the force upon a foot- 
ing equivalent to that upon which 
the armies of other countries are 
established. As for changing the 
system of policing cities, the Presi- 
dent deems the Peking force to be 
good enough asa model, and 
orders have been issued to reform 
the system, or lack thereof, at pre- 
sent in vogue in all large cities 
in particular and the country in 
general. Military police will be 
trained to cope with the bandit 
curse; but a clear distinction is 
to be made between military and 
police work. The military will be 
used for national purposes only, 
while the police will be expected to 
keep order in the country. The 
recent rearrangement of provincial 
control was effected h this latter 
object in view, the Chiangchiins, or 
Mititary Governors, being separated, 
so far as their functions are con. 
cerned, from the civil authorities. 
They to deal with essentially 
military matters and are under the 
direct control of the Minister of 
War at Peking, while the police 
will be under the Civil Governors. 


Following Old Models. 

It is interesting to note in this 
connexion that the old style of 
establishing the chief provincial 
military authority in a city dif. 
ferent from where the civil head is 























resident is being reintroduced. 
For instance, in Kiangeu p-ovince 
the Military Governor will have his 
headquarters at king, the 
Capital, while the Governor 
will be established at Soochow; in 
Anhui province the Civil Governor 
will function at Luchowfu, while 
the Military Governor will remain 
in the capital, Anking; in Chihli 
province the Civil Governor will go 
to Paotingfu, while the Military 
Governor will remain at Tientsin. 
This system obtained in the time 
of the Ching Dynasty, and while it 
is being revived in some provinces 
it is not being adopted in all, local 
conditions determining the excep- 
tions.

It is definite enough 
terms to prevent China from having’ 
any positive voice in the future 
railway policy of Mongolia, and 
hat account the Central Goveri 
nt instructed its Minister at 
Petrograd to express to the Russian 
Government its opinion that the 
question of railways in Mongolia 
should have been discussed at the 
tripartite conference at Kiahkta and 
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not merely between Russia and 
Mongolia. This the Minister did 
on November 30, 


Russia’s Answer. 
Russia replied to the remonstrance 
that she had liberty of action 
under the agreement which the 
Chinese Government concluded with 
her in November last year—an 
agreement under which China 


undertook not to interfere with in- 
dustrial or trade matters. The 
Russian Government pointed out 


that railways are of an industrial 
and trade nature, and contended 
that both Russia and Mongolia were 
therefore fully competent to deal 
with them as was done. 

‘The Chinese Government is .not 
content to accept the definition laid 
down by the Russian Government, 
and is of the opinion that railways, 
since they embrace the granting of 
territory for alignment and con- 








struction, are, and should be, 
absolutely distinct from industrial 
or tiade ‘concerns, There the 


matter stands at present. What 
the Chinese Government can do in 
the face of the fait accompli re- 
mains to be seen; but her diplomats 
are given “furiously to think.” 


Two Leading Generals, 

The fact that General Chu Jui, 
the Chiangchiin, or Military Gov- 
crnor of Chékiang, is the last of 
the original revolutionary Tutuhs 
to hold his position, is recalled by 
a Presidential Mandate just pub- 
lished awarding him the First 
Class of the Wenhu decoration for 
suppressing rebels, General Lung 
Chi-kyang, Military Governor of 
Kuangtung, was also similarly 
decorated, 

General Chu Jui was, it will be 
remembered, in command of the 
Chékiang troops who operated at 
Nanking in 1911-12, and upon the 
formation of the Nanking Govern- 
ment, was appointed Tutuh of 
Chékiang Province. It was with 
some reluctance that he accepted 
the post, and eventually only did 80 
with the intention of doing his best 
on behalf of his country. 

An Exceptional Man. 

Unlike many other revolutionary 

Tutuhs, General Ohu Jui did not usé 
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his power with the object of filling 
a party war chest for a campaign of 
revenge againt the President. His 
policy was to support the Central 
Government, being firm in the con- 
vietion that the country had hed 
quite enough of revolutions. For 
this reason the revolt of 1913 found 
him opposed to the rebels and sup- 
porting the central authorities. 
Had General Chu Jui not been the 





man he is, it is certain that the 
Shanghai Arsenal would quickly 
have fallen and the campaign of the 





Yangtsze would have been very]! 


different from what it was. He is a 
young man; high-principled and 
conscientious—and deserves well of 
the powers that be and the coun- 
try. 





THE BATTLE OF 
THE VISTULA. 
VARIOUS PHASES OF THE 
STRUGGLE.

Warsaw, Oct. 18. 


As I said before, the Battle of | P! 


Warsaw was the very reverse of 
picturesque. The grey-coated Rus- 
sian soldiers in the trenches were 
so similar in colour to the grey- 
coloured earth that, at first sight, 
the entire plain seemed to be un- 
inhabited. The main fight took 
place along the Blonie-Piasetchno 
line. Blonie lies about fifteen miles 
west of Warsaw on the Warsaw- 
Kalish railway, and Piasetchno 

only eleven miles from Warsaw, on 
the narrow-gauge Groitzy railway 
going through Gura-Kalvaria to 
Groitzy. The Blonie-Piasetchno 
front is nineteen miles in length 
and the Germans made their most 
energetic attack close to the Vis- 








tula in order that they might get 
possession of the Vistula bridges 


and capture the whole Russian 
army. 
Meanwhile, however, a great 


horde of Russian cavalry had turn- 
ed the left flank of the enemy at 
Sckhatcheff which lies on the river 
Bzura about 20 miles west of 
Blonie. Lovitch, also on the river 
Bzura, and lying south-west of 
Sokhatcheff, was also occupied by 
the Cossacks. Besides this a large 
Russian force advanced from Novo- 
georgiovsk, where a great Russian 
army has long been assembled to 
protect Warsaw against an invasion 
from the north. It advanced on 
the extreme left flank of the Ger- 
mans, seriously threatening that 
flank and eventually necessitating 
the retreat of the Germans. An- 
other great Russian army also ap- 
peared in the Gura-Kalvaria re- 
gion, lying on the Vistula twelve 
miles south-east of Piasetchno. 
Thus the German line from Bloni 
to Piasetchno was seriously threat- 
ened from both flanks while the 
Russian cavalry, which had reached 











Lovitch, threatened its rear and 


its line of communications. In 
view of this the Germans began, 
on the night of October 20, to 
evacuate their positions. They 
even abandoned a second and very 
strongly entrenched line of de- 
fence, 


Olever Russian Tactics. 


The battle of Piasetchno was, 
like the battle of the Vistula, and 
the battle of Warsaw itself, divided 
into a number of minor battles, 
one of which took place at the vil~ 
e of Lazy and another at Cura- 
Kalvaria. Tho fight at Piasetchno 
began at 7 a.m. on September 27 
(old style) ‘The Germans opened 
as usual a ferocious artillery fire 
with their famous big mortars. 
As the Russian batteries did not 
reply, the German batteries moved 
a mile nearer, whereupon they 
were attacked by regiment of 
Russian fusiliers under a Capta’ 
i wounded in the 
iers failed to take 
the battery, but they came so close 
that the Germans withdrew their 
guns, Tho Russian artillery began 
lay on them as they did so. 

At 4 o'clock the Germans ceased 
firing, but at 11 o'clock they began 
firing again, and continued doing #0 
for half an hour. At three o'clock 
in the morning both sides began a 
terrific eannonade, and the Russians 
aimed s0 well that they forced the 
German batteries to change posi- 
tion no less than seven times. At 
2 o'clock next afternoon, the Rus- 
sians began a general advance. 
The Germans tried to check it by 
concentrating a hot artillery fire on 
the advancing troops. The Russian 
front was involved in dense clouds 
of black smoke proceeding from 
the bursting shells of the enemy; 
but, despite this serious inconven- 
ience which prevented the Russian 
soldiers from seeing each other, the 
advance went on. It was 800 paces: 
to the enemy’s battery; and, when 
half of this distance had been 
traversed, the Germans began to 
use shrapnel-shells with grapeshot. 
When the Russians had advanced 
still further, the Germans, being 
evidently unwilling to face a 
bayonet charge, fled. A great many 
dead and wounded were found in 
their trenches and along their line 
of retreat. 


Battle of Novi Volt. 

A no less successful bal 
fought on October 15 at No 
seven miles from Warsaw. Here 
the Germans tried a plan of which 
they are very fond. They sent 
their infantry into one of the great 
forests and then followed with 
their artillery which began a vio- 
lent artillery attack on the Russian 
positions. An artillery duel  fol- 
lowed. A German aeroplane an- 
neared over the Russian positions 
but was greeted with such showers 
of shrapnel and bullets that it 
speedily retired. At the same time 
the Russians began a general ad- 
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vance and by evening they had 
taken the German trenches and 
driven back the enemy several 
miles. 

Here, as elsewhere, the Germans 
were very confident of victory. 
Officers had questioned the local 
Polish gentry as to the best hotels 
in Warsaw, since they were certain, 
they said, to be in that city within 
three days and wanted a decent 
place wherein they might put up 
and have a bath. On tho eve of 
the battle, indeed, one of these 
officers felt so easy in his mind on 
the score of the Russians that be 
was leisurely bathing in « Polish 
house when a Cossack unexpected- 
ly arrived and took charge of him. 


Ding Dong Struggles. 

The fighting at Blonie, Nadarzyn 
and other places was very much 
like the fighting which I have just 
described. Villages were taken and 
re-taken, Trenches were won and 
lost. and won again. The whol 
battle was, to a large extent, an 
artillery duel. The Germans may 
have thought that their heavy 
artillery would silence everything 
else in the way of cannon; but, if 
so, they were mistaken for on Sun- 
day, October 18, the Russians 
brought no less than twenty gigantic 
Jmortara from Brest-Litovsk. These 
were Japanese mortars and their 
places at Brest-Litovsk were taken 
by a large number of heavy for 
tress guns and battleship guns 
which were brought by bluejackets 
from Kronstadt. 

The Russians had already massed 
an enormous number of batterics 
south of the town, but the arrival 
of the heavy mortars decided the 
battle. The Russian soldiers had & 
great advantage also in being % 
numerous and so near to Warsaw 
with its abundant supplies of all 
kinds. Being numerous they could 
relieve one another in the trenches 











and occasionally enjoy a rest in 
Warsaw. The Germans, on the 
other hand, were, owing to theit 


inferior numbers, exposed to [ati 
gues which no human being could 
support for Jong; and ten days com: 
finement in damp, dark woods must 
have dispirited them. 


A Terrific Uproar.

GENERAL JOFFRE’S VIEWS.

Paris, Nov. 12. 


A distinguished French military 
authority (who, I understand, is 
General Joffre himself) has ’ dis- 
agreeably impressed the public by 
predicting that the war will last 
three years. He thinks that when 
the German forces in France and 
Belgium are at length compelled to 
retire, they may hold out four or 
five months on the line of the 
Meuse, which they have already 
fortified in anticipation of having 
to defend their own territory after 
having invaded that of Belgium and 
France. After this he predicts an- 
other period of trenching and siege 
warfare in the neighbourhood of 
the Rhine, and the final stage will 
be the advance across Germany to 
Berlin 

All these calculations, of course, 
are purely military. War can only 
be carried on by a commander-in- 
chief so long as he continues to 
receive men and supplies of all 
kinds; and nobody believes that 
either France, England or Germany 
can stand the present economic 
strain for three years, Germany 
least of all. The calculation also 
takes no account of the steadily in- 
creasing pressure on Germany and 
Austria from Russia, whose — mili- 
tary machine now appears to be in 
full operation, or of the —conse- 
quences to German industries of 
the stoppage of all supplies of raw 
materials and scarcity of food. Un- 
less the Allies, by some extra 
ordinary combination of misfor- 
tunes, lose the command of the sea, 
these econo considerations are 
bound to tell more effectually than 
military conditions, 

The French view seems to be that 
bar accidents, the campaign will 
continue during the winter and 
spring, by which time the German 
and Austrian public will have it 
brought home to them that the 
game is up, and that negotiations’ 
had better he opened to stop fur- 
ther loss and bloodshed. At the 
Present rate of wastage, there 
would be no armies left at the end 
of a couple of years, except per- 
a few hundred thousand Rus. 
ins, and by that time other na- 
tions will no doubt be taking a 
hand in the game. 


French Reserves. 

For the present, France has all 
the men she can use. Just as it is 
worse than useless to provide an 
army with a great number of guns 
unless they can be kept’ constantly 
supplied with shells and men to 
work them, so it is inadvisable to 
call up more soldiers than can 
be fed, clothed and equipped. The 
































French policy is to bring up re- 
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serves by degrees, so as not to 
encumber the front line and the 
transport services, which, under 
this system, continue to work well. 
the only exception being the army 
postal service, and even in this 
there is ‘some improvement 
The young men of the 1914 class 
are reported to be very eager and 
coming on much faster than re- 
cruits usually do, The artillery re- 
cruits are especially keen, fired, as 
they are, by the accounts of the 
execution done by the famous 75- 
millimetre gun. Some of them are 
using guns that saw service at the 
battle of the Marne and show the 
dents of shell and shrapnel bullets 
—marks which serve as a constant 
reminder of what the class will 
shortly be called upon to do. 


‘Victims of the War. 

Amid the mass of po and 
privation created in Paris by the 
war, there is one peculiarly urgent 
and pathetic form of distress ~ ths 
of the Belgian refugees. The 
French have had their attention 
very fully and quite naturally taken 
up by the claims of their own 
wounded and poor, and it is only 
within the last few days that any 
attempt has been made in Paris to 
centralize and co-ordinate the 
hitherto sporadic forms of relief 
for Belgian refugees. One of the 
difficulties is that many of these un- 
fortunate people belong to the 
middle class and have been in the 
habit of helping others rather than 
having to ask for help themselves. 
Nothing short of absolute starvation 

5 to ask even for the 
ies of life, and they 
have not had time to accommodate 
themselves to a new and extremely 
trying situation. In Paris at the 
Present time there are scores, per- 
haps hundreds, of Belgian profes- 
sional men, engineers, lawyers. 
architects, writers, artists and 
skilled workers, all reduced to the 
direst straits through no fault of 
their own. Many of them, too, 
have to endure very serious mental 
suffering through the absence of 
news of near relatives still in Bel- 
gium, 























Typical Cases, 

A typical case is that of a tailor 
who, before the war broke out, had 
an excellent business in Brussels 
and was earning a comfortable 
livelihood for his family of six. 
Now he is existing in a fireless attic 
in Paris, trying to pick up odd jobs 
at his trade, in which he is an ex- 
pert, and without news of his wife 
and children, who are still in 
Brussels. He cannot find regular 
employment, for the simple reason 
that no one is buying new clothes 
now, and the heads of those honsee 
that keep onen have to turn their 
own personal skill to acconnt in- 
stead of hiring others. Mr. Kivline 
in one of his poems once summed 
up in a few words the feelings of 
the man compelled by  circum-

stances to live by work far below 
his capacities“ Troop sergeant 
major and carry your letter”—but 
the commissionaire was very much 
better off than the killed Belgian 
craftsman in his cheerless garret. 

As another instance of the 
hideous contrast between the past 
and the present for Belgians, there 
is the case of M. Fonson, the 
author who has delighted countless 
thousands of people with his play 
“Le Mariage de Mademoiselle Beule- 
mans,” one of the cleverest pictures 
of middle-class life ever put on the 
stage. M. Fonson joined the army, 
was wounded and is now an exile, 
without news of his family, who are 
in Brussels and whom he has no 
prospect of seeing until the enemy 
is driven out. When he has re- 
covered, he will return to his regi- 
ment. The fate of another family, 
consisting of a mother and her son, 
is peculiarly sad. The son was 
spending his holidays in Holland 
when the war broke out, He was 
never able to return to Belgium, 
His mother escaped with other re- 
fugees to Brest, where she suc- 
cumbed to exhaustion and anxiety 
about a fortnight ago. A pathetic 
letter from her son, addressed to 
her, has just been received in 
Paris. Neither mother nor son 
knew what fate had befallen the 
other. 














Work, not Charity. 

Fortunately there are kind peo- 
ple in Paris who are helping the re- 
fugees, but organized effort, with- 
ont red-tape, is greatly needed. 
Employment, and not charity, is the 
invariable demand of these un- 
fortunate people. One young Bel- 
gian, an engineer, has been housed 
and fed by a poor concterge, and 
his burning desire is to earn money 
so that he can repay her. The pro- 
Prictor of a restaurant, who is al- 
ready feeding refugees, offers to 
take two more, adding, with charm- 
ing delicacy. that they can come in 
and take their meals I’ke regular 
customers hy the month, so that 
his own waiters will not know that 
these Belgians are his guests.

MR. J. A. MAITLAND. 

We regret to record the death of 
Mr. John Andrew Maitland, head 
of the firm of Maitland & Co., of 
Shanghai, — familiarly known 
amongst his older friends as 
“Jam "—who passed away at bis 
home in London on the 17th instant 
at the age of seven The news

‘of his death was received by cable 
on Saturday, and was received with 
in- 


general regret, his work and 
fluence here being known to mi 
though there are now but iw 
who knew him _ personal A 
man of fine physique an? of 
remarkable ene! Mr. Maitland 
enjoyed almost. erfect health 
throughout his long life, and his 
first serious illness was that caus- 
ed by a chill, which he contracted 
a few months ago, and from which 
he never fully recovered. 

The deceased was ‘“‘an old C! 
hand” in the best sense of the 
phrase. He had extremely wide 
and varied business interests and 
from the first took a leading part 
in the social and commercial life 
ot Shanghai, contributing no small 
part to the development which has 
taken place here. He was about 
twenty-three years of age when 
he first came to Shanghai, 
and joined the firm of Thorne 
Bros. Shortly afterwards the 
name of the firm was changed 























to Maitland & Co., though Thorne 


London office. ‘The original found- 
ers, the brothers Thorne, died many 
| years ago, and Mr. Maitland con- 
|tinued for years to be the sole 
survivor of an old and influential 
partnership. 








Mr. Maitland returned to Lon- 
don in the early seventies and 
for a period of forty years 
controlled the London business 
of the firm, taking an active 
part in its affairs up ty July 
last, in a: iation with Mr, Stew- 
art, the father of Mr. K. D. Ste- 


wart, of Shanghai, As has already 
been said, Mr. Maitland’s business 
interests were extremely wide. 
was associated with many _im- 
portant commercial enterprises, 
among them the Union Insurance of 
Canton and the Mercantile Bank, 
serving upon the directorate of both 
concerns, He was also interested 
in Ceylon tea plantations, Two 
usins of the deceased have been 
sociated with the firm in Shang- 
hai, Mr. F. J. Martland and Mr. 
Harry Maitland, The former will 
long be remembered for the pro: 
ninent part he took in sport, and 
especially for the success of “Sport 
and Gossip” in wi he wrote 
under the nomme de guerre of 
“Daybreak.”

An All-round Sportsman, 

The best traditions of sport, 
which is so prominent a feature of 
Shanghai life, owe much to the 
Maitlands, and a great deal to Mr. 
John Maitland, one of its leaders 
in the early days. There are stil 
residents who will remember the 
part he took in local life, 
sporting and personal, among them 
Mr. Brodie A. Clark, Mr. Jenner 
Hogg. and Mr. John Morris. Mr. 
Clark and Mr. Morris rowed with 
Mr, Maitland in the British Eight, 
which won the International Race 
in the regatta held on the Soochow 
creek in 1867, As an_ interesting 
link with the past, the names of 
the full crew may be given: Bow, 
J. Buchanan; 2, Brodie A. Cl 
3 John Morris; 4 Ernest Major; 5, 
J. A, Maitland; 6 J. E. Cooke; 7 J 
H. Scott; stroke, R. W. Little: cox,

MR. F. J. MARSHALL. 


It is with deep regret that we 
announce the death of Mr, Francis’ 
Julian Marshall, which has occur- 
red in London. Mr. Marshall will 
be remembered particularly by the 
older residents of Shanghai, a1 
ing here in 1875, He was twice 
married, his second wife being Miss 
‘Hogan, whom he married in 1888. 
He leaves four sons an' three 
daughters, by his first wife, and 
they are all in China with the 
‘exception of two daughters.

The headmaster’s report read as 
follows: Years ago, when I was 
Inunched upon the fascinating sea 
of the scholastic profession, I had 
ringing in my ears the hackneyed, 
but none the less true, definition 
that Education is the harmonious 
development of the body, mind 
and spirit.” It now serves as my 


text upon which to base my second 
annual report. 

Last year had to a large cx- 
tent to be prospective rather than 
retrospective. This time we have 
history to record and valuable his- 
tory. In the first place the school 
has grown to such an extent that it 
will hold no more. There were 
thirty-one pupils this time last 
year; the school now numbers! 
ry, and it is with great regret 
t ‘some applications for admis- 
sion had to be refused. 

Turning to the scholastic events 
of the School, the outstanding fea- 
ture was the sucosss of our _can- 
didates in the Cambridge Local 
Examinations. Five boys passed, 
and passed well. They especially 
distinguished themselves in Mathe- 
Every boy more than 
just satisfied the examiners. Stubbs’ 
got distinction, while Bickerton, 
Cheetham, Elias and Ezra gained 
the “G” ‘mark. Geography, His- 
tory, Divinity and English Litera- 
ture also received attention. 

‘This year we have ten candidates 
who have just taken (and we all 
hoped passed) the Locals. In the 
form preparing for next year’s ex- 
aminations good progress has been 
made in most subjects. Grammar 
still ecems to be a stumbling block 
in the way of most, but this can 
hardly be wondered 
impossible just now 
grammarians to agree. Some of 
the history is also on the side of 
originality rather than fact.

Where there is no mistrust there 
can be no deceit. Tf nothing in- 
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fluences character like character, 
then tho aim of education must be 
to build up o right character. One 
hopes that by working in an atmos- 
phere of mutual esteem and trust 
that aim may be accomplished. 
The greatest Teacher said; “I came 
that they might have life and that 
they might have it more abundant- 
ly.” Without irreverence let me 
say that this is in a far off way the 
aim of this school. It wants to help 
the pupil to live a richer, a fuller, 
@ more interesting and more usefu' 
Tt wants so to train the 
scholar that not one of his moral 
or intellectual resources shall be 
wasted. It looks on the complex 
organization of a young boy and 
seeks to bring all his faculties, not 
merely his memory and his capacity 
for obedience, but also his intelli- 
gence, his imagination, his love of 
truth, into the fullest vitality, 

“That mind and soul according 
well may make one music.” 

In presenting his report, Mr. 
Hurry said that during the past 
year the boys of the school had 
maintained their high standard of 
work more than in previous years, 
and in the examinations the smaller 
boys had been able to give some 
account of themselves for the short 
apace of time they had been in the 
singing class. The class numbered 
twenty-four. A member of the con- 
gregation had given the sum of 820 
to be awarded as prizes to the bovs 
who bad been most useful and reg- 
ular, and the first prize had been 
given to Chester, who had attended 
all the nineteen’ practices and ser- 
vices which had been held. Two 
other boys had put in fixteen at- 
tendances, and one fifteen. The re-

Britain was not st war simply 
because Germany wanted to get n 
lot, but because they could not 
stand by and have it said that we 
would suffer any iniouity in order 
to keep Great Britain going. 
Britain was not at war because she 
had been biackguarded, but because 
what had been said had been act- 
It had been said that 
Britain was not at war with the Ger- 
man people. Personally, he di? n-t 
believe in that sort of thing. They 
were at war with a people who be-

JAPAN AND THE

WILL JAPANESE TROOPS GO 
TO EUROPE t 

Professor Nagoa Arigs, formerly 
Constitutional Advisor to the Chin- 
ese Government, who acted as ad- 
visor on questions of international 
law to the Japanese army during 
the ware with China and Russia, 
has contributed to the Japancse 
“Diplomatic Review” an article 
dealing with the possible participa- 
tion of Japanese troops in fighting 
in Europe. The article was trans- 
Inted into Russian by the Japanese 
Vice-consul in Harbin and appeared 
in the columns of the “ Harbin 
Vestnik,” from which we take the 
following summary : 

Professor Ariga begins by quot- 
ing M. Pichon, formerly French 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, on the 
suggested reinforcement of the 
Allies by Japanese troops, and ob- 
serves that M. Pichon’s view has 
been favourably commented upon by 
several newspapers in England and 
Russia. Though the question has 
not reached the “practical stage” 
the Professor deems it worthy of 
full examination, He undertakes 
such an examination, from the poli- 
tical point of view, his first ques- 
tion being: Will the Japanese Gov- 
ernment fulfil its duty to the people 
by sending troops to Europe ii

‘Why Japan Declared War. 

From the beginning the Govern- 
ment had clearly stated that war 
was declared against Germany, not 
with the object of territorial ag- 
grandisement, but for the purpose 
of rendering Germany harmless| 
against the trade and peaceful 
development of Japan, and this 
meant that the power of Germany 
must be completely destroyed. 
Therefore the writer does not think 
there can be two opinions as to what 
the answer to the first question 
should be. 

The second question put is, to 
which sphere of action sball the 
Japanese troops be sent? In regard 
to this question, the writer obeer- 
ves that the battles between the; 
enormous Russian and German 
forces in Poland are of first import- 
ance and may decide the issue of the 
whole campaign in Europe. Still 
strategic and technical considera- 
tions do not lead necessarily to the 
conclusion that Japanese troops 
participate in the struggle there. 

Looking in another direction, the’ 
enormous economic importance to 
Japan of a free passage through the 
Succ Canal is at once seen. Ji 
might assist the Allies in two wa; 
by sending troops to the Suez Canal 
to protect it, or by offering troops} 
to Great Britain for service in In- 
dia. These two possible echemes of 
action, the Professor observes, do 
not appeal strongly to the Japanese, 
since they restrict the Japanese) 
troops to positions of secondary im-' 
portance, and if the Japanese are 
to fight ab all, they would wish for 
‘a place in the front. 


Womber and Nature of Troops 








On the question of raising troops 
for an expedition to Europe, the 
Professor explains the necessity for 
sending only the élite of the Jap- 
anese army, men chosen from those 
who volunteer for foreign service. 
Tt has been said that an army of 
500,000 Japanese in France would 
suffice, but the opinion expressed 
to the writer by Japanese military’ 
experts is that 250,000 picked men 
would be sufficient’ to meet the 
needs of the situation. 

Buch an army would work best 
under a Japanese Commander, co- 
operating with the Generalissimo 
and keeping in the closest touch 
with the Allies. The Japanese 
would thus constitute a part of the 
Allied army, and at the same time’ 
have scope for exercising its 
special qualities. The  difficul- 
‘of guns, rifles, 
and ammunition so great a 
might be overcome by supplies being 
found by the Allies. 
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On the question of expenditure, 
the writer thinks that the cost of 
the expedition should be defrayed 
by Japan, for political reasons, 
principally ‘that of strengthening 
Japan's position at the conference 
which will follow on the close of 
the war.

The Germans are stated to have 
helped themselves to all the wool 
‘and other raw material they could 
find at Roubaix and Tourcoing and 
to have sent it to Germany, where 
it will be made up into cloth for 
German army uniforms. Why tbe 
ownere were foolish enough to leave 
quantities of wool in towns which 
they knew could not be defended is 
a mystery, for they can hardly, 
after the first few weeks of the war, 
have had any illusions about the 
rights of private property being 
respected by the Germans. What 
is still worse than this thieving, 
however, is the deliberate destruc- 
tion of property.

The 
effects of light and air are already 
noticeable; many trees that could 
not be tapped have come into 
bearing. 

Weeding on any estate is a very 
expensive item, but during Novem- 
ber ploughing was introduced by 
the use of a “Jessop Plough” with 
the estate bullocks, in order to r1e- 
duce the labour force and to better 
cultivate the soil, as manual _la- 
bour cannot do the work effec- 
tively as ploughs and bullocks. This 
plough was found to be rather too 
heavy for the work, and we are now 
using the ‘“Hindoostan” plough 
which gives satisfaction. Formerly 
we shipped our rubber to Moulmein 
‘and thence to Rangoon, but now 
the manager ships it to Rangoon 
and from there direct to London, 
thus saving a lot of intermediate 
charges. In order to give you in 
idea of the rainfall, there “were 
155 rainy days in the year and the 
rainfall was 199.60 in. or 1.29 in. 
for each rainy day. It has been 
proved by experience that where 
trees are closely planted and have 
been tapped that on the recovery 
of the bark burs will grow, which 
are a great hindrance to tapp‘ng 
and imperil the health and exist- 
ence of the trees. We have also: 
another enemy on the estate, 
the bamboo rat or mole, which 
gives us a lot of trouble. They 
often attack healthy growing trees, 
and we have in consequence to keep 
them down as much as possible hy 
having | man detailed to exter- 
minate them, but alfhough this pre- 
caution was taken last year over 
500 trees three years old were des 
troyed by these pesta.

THE SHANGHAI OPIUM 
LICENCE QUESTION. 
To the Editor of the 

“Nonrm-Omiwa Day New: 

Sm,—In your leading article of 
December 16 you characterize the 
action of the other side as unrea- 
sonable and bring against us the 
severe accusation that considera- 
tions of justice, equity and the 
business standing of Shanghai as a 
whole have been brushed aside as 
matters of no importance.” 

The statement is unfair and un- 
true and descends below the level 
of correct argument and impartial 
investigation. I think, however, it 
may be taken to show that you are 
unmistakably on the side of the 
opium trade. It is so far well that 
we know where you stand. These 
opening sentences prepare us for 
the one-sided colouring of the re- 
mainder of your disquisition. You 
have put the opium side as well and 
as fully as can be done: I assume 
there is little more to be said in 
favour of the trade. 

That the above charge against us 
is not a well considered one is 
evidenced by your next. sentence in 
which you state: “The point of 
difference thus narrows itself to one 
of the time to be allowed for com- 
plete suppression of the traffic.” 

I now come to grips with your 
gument. You state that opium is 
always the rich man’s luxury be 
it remembered.” I am afraid this 
betrays a lack of complete know- 
ledge as to the actual conditions.

You yourself in turn ignore the 
official letter of the Council to the 
Benior Consul in 1910 in which the 
Council state that they intend to 
totally suppress opium shops a5 
well as divans. 

‘You have made much of the legal 
aspect. I do not question the 
legality, under the treaty, of deal- 
ing in opiun in the Settlements. 
We are not proposing to infringe 
any treaty by concerning ourselves 
with the ordinary wholesale trade 
in this commodity, We are only

You have surely greatly lowered 
the standard of fair discussion when 
you accuse us of wishing to stop’ 
the licences for “the joy of des- 
poiling the opium merchant.” Thi 
kind of argument I cannot follow.

The merchant or 
depositor has bis money in the 
Bank, which pays interest to him 
out of the profits it derives from the 
loans on the security of Langkat 
shares: if such security loses oll 
value, the depositor or merchant 
suffers equally. with the Bauks or 
the owner of Langkat shares” 

‘and no on: interpreted in this wey 
your economic argument has no 
special application ta opium. 

In your previous article you 
stated that the nett loss in the rub- 
ber bootn was Tis, 5,000,000, while 
the dead Ipss that would ensue by 
the stopping of licenpes would be 
Tis. 40,000,000. It would be, inter 
esting to know bow you srriye st 
the riett loss of Tis, 5,000,000 in 
rubber and also how yqu can, eat 
ablish an opiunt nett loss of Tis. 
40,000,009. . Neither figure is any: 
whiere near cortech The 6,000 
chests of opium ia Shanghai cost at 
‘the Indian suctions probably less 
than Tis. 15,000,009. Its presant 
‘inflated value may be Tia 40,009,- 
}009. It is well known that specula- 
tors have purchaged these st opr- 
tain figures in the belief that they 
would be able to sell out, st very 
greatly, enhanced values: 29, too, 
‘many investors have bought rubber 
and other shares at, varying. values 
hoping’.to realize profits, but bave 
sorrowfally learnt their mistake. 
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‘The opium investors aro surely sub- 
ject to no special consideration as 
from investors in other 





On what moral, economic and 
other grounds could the community 
come to the rescue of one sp 
tor rather than another? There is 
this to be said against the opium 
investor, which cannot be urged 


against the ordinary share and com- 
he 


modity investor, namely, that 
knew he was playing with fire. 
was well aware he was dealing in 
a doomed trade and 
taken into consider 
risks he ran in 
in this drug. He must have been 
aware of the determination to close 
the shops as well as the divans, 
consequently he is less entitled to 
sympathy than many another  in- 
vestor in other stocks, 

The Chinese Government, as I 
said in the Ratepayers’ Meeting in 
1908, are sincere in their  deter- 
mination to bring this course to an 
end. So far wonderful success has 
attended their efforts, When ono 
considers the enormous territory of 
the Republic and the millions of 
opjum smokers there were in the 
the results they have 
ed are remarkable, 

I think it is admitted that, in 
spite of certain instances in which 
local zeal.for eradicating the habit 
led the local authorities into 
violations of the Treaty, it is mever- 
theless a fact that the British and 
Chinese Governments are working 
together in entire harmony in the 
campaign of total suppression of 
opium in Ohina. 

The closing of the opium shops is 
only an act of ordinary justice. 
Chinese citizens would not dare to 
open shops except.under the mgs 
of the foreign Council, They are 
in reality breaking the laws of the 
land in which we dwell by continu- 
ing the trade.

Jen Howes, ithe ceeds of 
Gen. L. Cheng, the President of 
the National Opium Prohibition 
‘Union, in silencing. your criticism 
on this point, “‘A lie does not ceape 
‘to be a lie because it js an, old lie.” 

Your statement. that had Chipa 
not put restrictions, of,,,j2 other 
words, had ber campaign on the 
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vioo been leas severe, “it 
is not at all improbable that 
there would by now have been no 
opium question” is based upon 
miscalculation, for in that case the 
merchants would never have agreed 
+0 sell at any price knowing as they 
do that they have time till 1917, 
and consequently instead of the 
opium price to-day being at Tis. 
6,830 per chest, it would have been 
three of four times as much. 

Your contention that because 
China has been collecting duty on 
the opium coming into Shanghai, 
sho has no moral right to argue 
that the traffic should cease. This 
argument is fallacious, for China 
thas repeatedly declared her inten- 
tion to refund the duty and to even 
pay the freight on opium if tran- 
shipped from Shanghai to India. 

It is certainly interesting to read 
your reasoning that to close the 
traffic at once there is danger of 
involving the whole business of the 
settlement. A greater lie than this 
was r adduced by any critic, 
for it is a well-known fact that the 
‘traffic is confined to eleven so-called 
British merchants and native 
dealers, all of whom had made huge 
profits and who bought their hold- 
ings direct from India at an aver- 
age price of Tis. 2,500/3,000 per 
chest! It is not true as you aver 
that “the sum concerned in this 
business is over Ts, 40,000,000, for 
opium was never purchased from 
India at Tis. 6,830 per chest on 
which figure you seem to value the 
present stock ; on the other hand, if 
there are other speculators presum- 
ably not of British origin whom you 
refer as having 
of opium in their hands bought at 
high prices, there is no reason why 
we should sympathize with them 
and assist them in their efforts to 
get out of the wood. 

It ig to be hoped that none of 
your readers who know the facts of | 
the case ‘ill be misled by your 
unreasonable arguments advanced 
to bolster up a dead traffic, a traffic 
which is admitted on all bands to 
be a menace to peace and prosper- 
ity of the future of Shanghai.

iod. Merchants, if you like to put 
it so, speculated in opium. Were 
they not justified in reckoning that 
they would be safe in doing busi- 
ness in that article for a limited 
number of years longer? What was 
the object of arranging a scale for, 
the reduction of the trade instead 
of cutting it off short as some 
would have done without any coi 
sideration at all? . The present agi- 
tators seem to regard that arrange- 
ment as a “scrap of paper!” More- 
over they have now the impertinence 
to ask the Ratepayers of Shanghai 
to declare that, when that Treaty 
was made, although it stated that 
Shanghai (as Shanghai) was to ve 
one of the two last places to he 
closed to foreign opium, they real- 
ly fully intended that they would 
not allow that clause te become ef- 
fective! I sincerely trust that the 
Ratepayers will show their appre- 
ciation of this specious proposi- 
tion by giving crushing vote 
‘against it at their next opportun- 
ity. 

Mr. E. 8. Little’s argument re 
Langkats is interesting, but then 
no one suggests prohibiting trade 
in Langkats, which makes all the 
difference. No one asks for pro- 
tection for opium dealers as apart 
from investors in other stocks. All 
that is wanted is that irrespon- 
sible parties shall stand aside and 
leave the trade to run its limited 
course. This reasoning is not af- 
fected by the question as to issue of 
licenses. The licence has nothing to 
do with it, directly. You may al- 
low opium to be sold, as piece goods 
are sold, without leave or licence; 
you can (possibly) prohibit the sale 
of either; or, you can leave the sale 
to go on, only subject to a regulat- 
ing influence, which is gauged by 
the licence. Incidentally the 
last course brings in a revenue, 
which helps towards suppressing 
any effects adversely affecting 20- 
ciety. The community is not ask- 
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ed to “come to the rescue of ome 
speculator rather than another."”

Yéu say, “ we oppose the sudden 
closing of the shops because such 
‘an action would in our opinion be 
unfai Why, since the ratification 
of the treaty at the Hague in June 
last, it was an open secret that on 
December 96 of this year, these shops 
would be summarily closed by the 
powers-that-be, so that on the 
whole, six months notice were given 
the traders to quit, and I therefore 
fail to see what good object can 
be served by throwing dust in the 
eyes of your readers. 

‘Yes, we agree with you that “the 
present stock of opium dates from 
before 1912 and that the merchants 
had paid no less a sum than Rs. 
5,000 per chest.” To this let us acd 
interest for 2 years at the rate cf 
6 per cent. per annum and another 
10 per cent. for storage, insurance, 
shrinkages, etc. and we get Rs. 
6,000 per chest, or Rs, 48,000,000 
for the 8,000 chests still unsold. Mr. 
Little's estimation of Tls. 15,000,000 
was, of course, based upon 6,000 
chests of stock and therefore his 
calculation is by no means mislead- 
ing. To my mind, there is no rea- 
son whatever why the present stock 
cannot find 8 market in India or 
the Straits Settlements, so long as 
the merchants can get their cost 
price and it is high time for the 
Chinese and British Governments 
to arrive at a just and satisfactory 
solution of the question which is 
agitating the minds of the civilized 
world. 

Hoping that the present discussion 
will bear fruit and lead to the final 
closing up of the traffic and thank- 
ing you in anticipation for the pub- 
lication of this letter.

Greece became a 
great nation when she was most 
democratically governed; when 
justice and a very high standard of 
public duty were supreme; and it 
was during that period that her 
wonderful arts and literature flour- 
ished. The economic conditions 
were then the best that the world 
has seen, and consequently the 
people contented, and the cancer of 
poverty did not create disorder. 

The political foundations were, 
however, weak, as they had not 
devised suitable means to 
safeguard the State from the 
“ strong man,” and con- 
sequently the nation was smitten 
with the curse of Imperialism and 
militarism which came to a head 
with Alexander the Great, and from 
that date was bred in the people 
that lust for domination and des- 
potism and exploitation of other 
people which resulted in the ulti- 
mate downfall of Greece. 

‘Tt was the same with Rome—an 
Imperialism which produced a class 
who were entirely dependent upon 
their slaves, and who thought that 
war was the only honourable oc 
cupation. The Portuguese Empire 
fell through being based upon @ 
desire to exploit other nations and 
the concentration of all power in a 
very narrow military clique. 

It is “the universal lust to tyran- 
nize which really consumates the 
political dissolution.” Therefore 
I think we can say that a peo- 
ple who display a tyrannical dis- 
position whether displayed in the 
form of a lust for Empire or in the 
form of @ rich class living in idle- 
ness at the expense of the poor, 
these are displays of a social dis- 
ease and time will show that they 
are unfit A nation that is so built, 




















becomes lop-sided and eventually 
falls. 


‘The Germans have been badly 
smitten with a lust for Empire, and 
their political constitution has been 
so badly arranged that there has 
not been a sufficient check upon 
the military class (the “strong 
men” clase), and therefore because 
of this neglect and the inevitable 
weakness, the nation is in danger 


of falling. 

But although the Germans will 
nationally be physically weakened 
by this war, yet I think it will uot 
necessarily follow that they will he- 
come extinct within » few hundred 
years, There ill hope for them. 
‘A writer states “All the dead 
civilizations of the past were over- 
thrown or absorbed by military 
violence, and there is no case of a 
nation physically well placed dying 
out” I think that all that is 
required to set the Germans on 








their feet again is (1) an alteration 
in their constitution that will pre- 
vent the military party from con- 
trolling the destinies of the nation, 
and in order to gain this they must 
abolish the monarchy and establish 
@ republic ‘“‘broad based upon the 
people's will.” (2) They must check 
inequality of wealth and cure the 
universal cancer of poverty which at 


the number may be of the killed 
who leave behind them physically 
fit children to continue the stock, 
at the heginning, the ultimate biolog- 
ical decay of the race is but 8 mat- 
ter of time. In our age, conscrip- 
tion, the law which compels practi- 
cally every able-bodied man to 
fight his country’s battles, coupled 
with the greater destroying powers 
of modern weapons of war, but 
assist to hasten the final rupture. 
Therein lies the possibility of Ger- 
many’s doom. David's” 
ment, that ‘Germany will not de- 
eay and become ultimately extinct 
because she is physically fit but be- 
cause she is morally unfit—she has 
attempted to use her strength for 
‘an immoral purpose,” iv ambiguous. 
‘This is the charge which her enemies 
bring against her. 

Finally, let us take the example of 
a modern European nation, France 
‘The biological ravages which the 
country sustained in the Revolution 
of 1789, the Napoleonic campaigns 
and the War of 1870, have left the 
France of to-day to prove to the 
hilt that the fittest do not survive.

Sm,—Tho discussion as to whe- 
ther the fittest do, or do not, sur- 
vive will be inconclusive until there 
is a clearer understanding of the 
terms used, Nature acta, it is true, 
by eleminating the unfit, but the 
law of the survival of the fittest 


simply declares that the creatures — 


which survive in racial struggles, 
are the fittest by the very fact of 
their survival, irrespective of what 
their form or character may be. As 
Mr. Arthur Balfour pointed out 
some time ago, if the higher classes 
in a civilized nation are steadil 
dwindling, of course through their 
own fault, and the feeble minded are 
multiplying rapidly, there is no 
geinsaying the fact that, so far as 
that particular nation is concerned, 
the feobleminded are the better 
fitted to survive. Whether such a 
nation would survive in its struggles 
with other nations is shifting the 
issue to a wider field where, how- 
ever, the same law prevails. Ad- 
aptation to environment, the ability 
to survive, is the only test. From 
the biological point of view Nature 
is quite indifferent to many of the 
things civilized man most value: 
‘The next point to be observed 
that war, apart from other causes, 
has never destroyed a nation, 
though it may change the form of 
its government. Rome was never 
so strong as in her life and death 
struggle with e, and she 
rose to supreme power after that 
deadly, exhausting struggle. For 
centuries England has been a fight- 
ing nation, without and within. 
Considering the smallness of the 
population at the time, the Wars of 
the Roses must have been far more 
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gaged in it. Nietzsche wrote that|ber prices have nothing to do with the 


disastrous to her than any of her 
modern wars, yet she steadily grew 
to be a great world Power. Take 
the country we live in. Has any 
war ever equalled in loss of life the 
long afd disastrous Taiping Re- 
bellion of little more than half a 
century ago? Yet China is still a 
great and populous nation. Be- 
sides, the losses due to war are a 
mere bagatelle compared with those 
due to diseases even when these 
are limited ‘to those which sweep off 
the young and promising. The 
Black Death in England, in the 
thirteenth century, destroyed over 
one-third of the whole population. 
In these days, tuberculosis alone 
probably destroys more people in 
one year between the ages of fif- 
teen and forty than all the wars put 
together. It is not until a nation 
is already in a state of decay that 
war gives the coup de grace, and 
the same may be said of plague, 
famine, and pestilence. 

As long as 8 nation believes in 
itself, that it has # particular work 
to do in the world and rejoices in 
the undertaking, it is strong, and 
in the long run unconquerable. 
When that belief goes, when all 
great hopes and ideals have de- 
parted, then decay sets in shown by 
the nation surrendering iteelf to 
ease, love of pleasure, luxury, im- 
morality, and by the voluntar: 
lowering of the birth-rate, the 
grinding poverty of the poor, and 
all the other social evils which 
really are the effect, not the causes, 
of national decay. This is the test 
which should be applied to the ni 
tions now engaged in war,—are 
they simply fighting in self-defence, 
or are they fighting with the intense 
conviction that the world’s progress 
is bound up with their causet

My etatement that where at one 
Period 1,000 men could easily be 
raised, it is not possible now to 
raise even a corporal’s guard, is 
perfectly true, and what were once 
busy hamlets are now the haunts of 
grouse and deer. 

‘Training for war produces phy- 
sical fitness, I agree, and when such 
training is for Defence and not De- 
fiance no reasonable objection to 
such training can be made. I see 
in the awful slaughter of the pre- 
sent war s heritage of woe, and 
desolation, widows, fatherless chil- 
dren, the effects of which may never 
be fully eradicated. 

If warfare was only conducted 
between loafers and beachoombers 
then the fittest would certainly sur- 
vive, but while the country sends 
the flower of its manhood from 
mansion to cottage, I assert that 
we are poorer by the death of these 
men and peaceful progress is re- 
tarded. 

However I see a consolidated 
and purified British Empire aris- 
ing out of the ashes of this war, 
an empire bound together as before 
by bonds of sentiment, but also 
consolidated on a secure political 
foundation, an Empire purified by 
tribulation and self-sacrifice. 

‘That is entirely my opinion, and 
I venture to think also the opinion 
of many British subjects in 
Far East.

S1z,—I am much obliged to you 
for making quite clear the method 
by which you arrived at the sum 
of Tis, 5,000,000 as representing the 
loss consequent upon the rubber 
boom. I trust you will be equally 
obliged to me for proving that your 
method as well as your calculations 
are entirely wrong. 

As I can concede many millions 
your favour by eliminating the 
tire so-called “speculati 
of the boom, 
present of these many millions thit 
were actually lost (not paper losses, 
at the time. I myself did business 
at Tis. 49, Tis. 44 and Tis, 7, all 
for cash, in three different com- 
panies which are now non-existsat. 
Thirty-five other brokers did the 
same. All these companies and a 
good many more with somewhat 
similar figures illustrative of hari 
cash paid by “investors” are now 
non-existent. 

But I am chiefly concerned with 
the last few lines of your footnote 
to my letter where you say: “The 
later developments in connexion 
with rubber prices have nothing to 
do with the boom.” 


I beg to differ from that opinion. 
Before the boom there were only 
five rubber companies in Shanghai. 
As a direct consequence of the prs 
of these shares soaring sky high 
people began to buy rubber estat-s 
and to float companies, so that by 
June 1910 we had forty-five rabbec 
companies. All the capital require} 
for these companies was subscrib> 1 
for by the publio at par for cash 
Tf you will kindly compare the 
price the public then paid for their 
shares (for cash) with the press 
‘keb price, you will find a deed 
loss of some Tis, 14,000,000. Had 
there been no rubber boom people 
would never have bought estates or 
floated companies; ergo the rubber 
boom was the direct cause of people 
losing Tis, 14,000,000 besides what 
was lost during the boom period by 
“speculators,” a loss which did not 
amount to Tis. 5,000,000 but oer- 
tainly to at least Tle. 10,000,000.

‘The fact remains that, of the mil- 
lions paid by the Shanghai public 
in hard cash for shares at par, 
about Tls. 14,000,000 have been lost 
and have gone into the pockets of 
plantation owners down eouth. Thit 
represents a dead loss to Shanghai.

RECRUITING IN SHANGHAI. 


To the Editor of the 
“Norta-Cuina Dairy News.’” 


Sim,—With reference to the vari- 
ous recruiting schemes now in 
operation or under consideration, 
may I bring to your notice # com- 
mon-sense idea frequently discussed 
amongst men who would willingly 
volunteer, but whose private affairs 
render it imperative for them to 
make absolutely sure of being ac- 
cepted at home before abandoning 
their positions here, 

If the Government really wante 
volunteers from abroad, let a trans- 
port start, say, from Yokohama and 
proceed Home vid the usual ports, 
volunteers to be passed on board by 
Army doctors, to be sworn in st 
once, and thus to come under mili- 
tary discipline and training without 
delay: on arrival at Home, the 
men to be distributed wherever 
their services may be required, a 
few days leave being granted if 
possible. There can be little doubt 
that this scheme would result in 
landing at home a full echipload of 
recruits who had already commenc- 
ed their training, surely then justi- 
fying the expense, 

The present position of a would- 
be recruit who has any other re- 
sponsibili than merely his own 
keep is that, after leaving his em- 
ployment and proceeding Home, he 
may be rejected after all, leaving 
him practically stranded half across 
the world from his regular billet, 
and under the urgent necessity of 
finding immediate employment at 
Home, where, we know, conditions 
are none too rosy just now. The 
unpleasantness of this prospect is 
still further accentuated in the case 
of a man who has some slight physi- 
cal defect—who may pass the local 
doctors, but is frankly told that 
his chance of rejection by an Army 
doctor st Home is at least within 
the bounds of probability. 

In conchision, may I ask why 
your correspondents almost invari- 
ably assume that all single men are 
entirely without other responsibili- 
ties than their own selfish needs? 
T can assure them that such is far

MANDATES. 


Peking, Dec. 17. 

(5) A telegram from Chiangebi 
Lung Ohi-kuang, directing the mili- 
tary affairs of Kuangtung, reports 
the capture of Pu ‘Tse-tsin, Li 
Chang-han, and others of the rebel 
party, Pu Tse-tsin has admitted 
‘that he was appointed by Sun Wen 
to be Rebel Commander of the 
Dare-to-Die Corps and to establish 
bomb manufacturing places in 
Kuangtung; and that he had suc- 
cessively thrown bombs in the 
Chengnan Street, at Shuangshu- 
tung, and at the restaurant on the 
Embankment of Canton, killing and 
wounding many men and women. 
Li Chang-han has confessed that he 
‘was appointed by Teng K’eng as 
Commander of the Bomb-Throwing 
Corps, that he obtained funds at 
Hongkong, whence he proceeded in 
secret to the interior to gather the 
adherents who were hiding in var- 
ioug mercantile houses, and that 
explosives were packed in wine 
vessels preparatory to effecting a 
simultaneous rising at all places. 
Other prisoners are reported to 
have made corroborative state- 
ments, and he (the Chiangchiin) has 
already inflicted upon them punish- 











ment in accordance with the law, 
ete. 
‘A large number of the rebel 


party, who proceeded in secret to 
the said province and who had 
thrown bombs, have been captured 


successively by direction of the 
Ohiangebiin. The prisoners in- 
cluded the bomb-manufacturer. 


Quantities of dangerous articles 
were discovered, and the whole of 
that rebel body has been sup- 
pressed. The rebels have confessed 
that they were commissioned by 
Sun Wen and Teng K’eng to per 
petrate such atrocious and horrible 
not only killing and injuring 
innocent people, but also causing 
these foolish tools to fall victims of 
the law. How can we sufficiently 
express our sorrow and regret? Let 
the said Chiangchiin and Governor 
‘exhort their troops and police to 
relax no pait of their vigilance in 
precautionary measures and to 
‘afford no possible asylum to rebels 
‘who may thereby abide their time 
and rise and disturb our peace 
again at the first first opportunity.

(2) Last year, a rebellion was 
started in Kiangsi and Nanking by 
a few treacherous persons, sacrific- 
fng many human lives and causing 
pertarbation throughout the whole 
ation. It was s very painful and 
regrettable flair. I, the President, 
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{unwilling to see our good people 
| suffer, had the cruel demons exter- 
minated, hoping that our populace 
might henceforth live and work in 
peace, without being subject to 
any more alarm. Yet, the leaders 
of these desperadoes have been 
tempting their followers with money 
to spread sedition and cause dis- 
affection on a large scale. If one 
person were tolerated, hundreds or 
even thousands would suffer. I 
was obliged to avail myself of our 
law to the fullest extent for the 
protection of our people. Although 
severity is essential in dealing with 
the wicked, nevertheless care should 
always be taken in reaching the 
truth of a case, The ringleaders 
should certainly be punished, but 


persons were recklessly incriminat- 
ed, while the real ferocious culprits 
were enjoying freedom beyond the 
reach of the law, could that be just 
or reasonable? 

Recently, the provincial officials 
are reported to have carried out 
our orders improperly. There have 
been cases in which the police and 
detectives have practised frauds 
for the sake of gaining merit, 
falsely incriminating innocent peo- 
ple. If true, what was intended 
for the protection of our people has 
proved to be for their destruction. 
How hateful to us such conduct is. 
In future, all prisoners when ar-

I, the Presi- 
dent, shall, at the head of my 
ministers and officials and on behalf 
of our citizens, respectfully per- 
form the ceremonies in person on 
the day in question. The superior 
territorial officials shall, on behalf 
of the peopleof their localities, each 
offer sacrifices to Heaven in’ their 
respective jurisdictions, so as to 
uphold an ancient function and 
show our gratitude for merciful 
protection. é

‘A Canton telegram reports that 
the Ministry of War has sanction- 
ed the payment of $30,000 per 
month to the Canton Arsenal, 
which is thus treated in the same 
way as the Shanghai Arsenal. But 
as the demand for arms in the pro- 








vince of Kuangtung is more ur- 
gent, General Lung Chi-kuang hi 
authorized the transfer of $20,000 
month from the extraordinat i 
tary expenditure account as a ‘ur- 
ther help to the Arsenal. 

A Hongkong telegram states that 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
there has held meetings to protest 
against General Lung Chi-kuang’s 
action in treating the “Kungho- 
pao” and other publications in 
Hongkong as rebel organs. The 
Chamber has decided to submit a 
petition to the General, explaining 
to him the innocent character of 
the ““Kunghopao”, and to send a 
deputy to see and assure the Hong- 
kong authorities that the news- 
paper is a bona fide Chinese pub- 
lication. 


Suppression of Crimes, 

The Consular Body has been 
busy in planning the suppression 
of crimes in the Settlement. It is 
believed that most of the robbers 
here were deserters from the army 
during the revolution or disbanded 
troops. Hard pressed by cold and 
hunger, and emboldened by their 
consciousness of being well-armed, 
these desperate men have turned 
into burglars and robbers. To safe- 
guard the peace and order of the 
Settlement, the Consular Body has 


















considered’ it necessary to make 


some further suggestions as fol- 
lows. 

(1) The Police should instruct 
the detectives to watch specially 
the frequenters of low-class brothels 
and lodging houses and also those 
persons living in secluded spots 
and having no permanent occupa- 
tion. 

(2) The detectives should be en- 
joined to pay careful attention to 
the movements of persons who 
roam about in gangs of three and 
five in the secluded parts of the 
Settlement. 

(3) The water police should keep 
their eye on all craft that remain 
stationary, and discover in what 
lines of business they are engaged.

Local Indigo Business. 

‘The dyeing business in Nantao 
and the settlements has been hit 
very badly by the enhanced price 
of foreign indigo as a result, or 
rather under the pretext, of the 
war, At first the native dyers part- 
ly used Kuangtung and other in- 
digoes. But owing to the disturb- 
ed state in the interior, import of 
the Chinese stuff stopped. They 
were just using German indigo en- 
tirely when the war in Europe 
broke out. Soon afterwards the price 
of foreign indigo rose by leaps 
d bounds, that is to say, from 
per case before the outbreak 
of hostilities to Tis, 85 now. Pro- 
portionate rises in prices of other 





colour materials have also taken 
place. 
The sale of foreign indigo in 





China is in the hands of a very 
few large Chinese hongs. These 
hongs have made the handsome pro- 
fit of several million tacls this year 
already. 

In spite of complaints by the dy- 
ers and warnings by foreign 
importers against increasing the 
price too much, the Chinese hongs 
have duped them both, Hence the 
great indignation of the dyers. 
Allowance for Chinese Councillors. 

In the agreement for the last 
extension of the French Concession,

pursuance thereof, Messrs. Lu 


Pah-hung and Wu Wan-chiu have 
been chosen to represent Chinese 
interests. Mr. Yang Cheng, the 
Taoyin of Shanghai, has requeste} 
the Waichiaopu to grant them some 
allowance for office expenses. Yes- 
terday (December 17), Mr. Yang 
notified Messrs. Lu and Wu that 
the Ministry of Foreign Intercourse 
has granted them 8400 per month 
for office expenses, payable from 
the Provincial Treasury. 


Chapei Volunteers. 
As a result of the decision by 
the merchants of Chapei, # volun- 
teer corps is to be formed in Cha- 


pei to co-operate and assist the 
Chinese Police. In order to 
confusion with the International 
Volunteer Corps of the Settlement, 
the Chapei Corps will be named 
the Merchants’ Protection Volun- 
teor Corps. 


Worship of Heaven.

The Government is 
compelled to take itep partly 
owing to financial stringency and 
partly because there is no prospect 
of an early conclusion of the war 
at present. 
The Rallway Conference. 
The Railway Conference which is 
now being held at the Shanghai 
Office of the Shanghai-Nanking 
Railway is mainly for the purpose 
of devising a uniform system with 
respect to the transport of cargoes 
on the five lines already mentioned. 
But as there will be other import- 
tant subjects to be discussed, the 
Ministry of Communications has 
been requested to appoint a deputy 
to preside over the Conference. A 
telegraphic reached 
Shanghai to the effect that the 
Ministry has asked Vice-Minister 
Yih Kung-cho to attend the Con- 
ference.

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no person being allowed to pass 
near by. It is also reported that 
the Germans have captured War- 
saw. 


Disaffection in Frontier Provinces. 


A Darjeeling telegram reports 
the occupation of Yungning, Che- 
shui, and the vicinity by Chen Pu- 
yun, by # military officer in revolt, 
who is said to have effected an un- 
derstanding with the tufei of Yun- 
nan and Kueichow. His followers 
aro estimated to number about 
20,000. The Government forces in 
the three provinces, Szechuan, 
Yunnan and Kueichow, have re- 
ported many victories to the Gov- 
ernment without fighting a battle. 
Hence, the rebel officer's influence 
and prestige is constantly on the in- 
crease. He has obtained a promise 
of support even from the two tribes 
of the aborigines He sent 
messenger with a despatch in the 
Tibetan language to proceed vid 
Chungtien to Tibet, but fortunate- 
ly the despatch was intercepted iy 
Liu Ting-chih, Prefect of Bichang 
district, who searched the mescen- 
ger. 

Upon translating it, the docu- 
ment was found to mean that Chen 
Pu-san is willing to support any 
Tibetan expedition from the in- 
side, and the Tibetans have every 
Prospect of success if they will 
send a strong force to invest the 
Srechuan frontier without delay. 
Military Governor Chang is great- 
ly perturbed upon discovering this 
treachery. He has telegraphed to 
General Hu at Chengtu, asking 
him to despatch troops to Suichow 
at once and not to despiee the rebel 
officer as a common tufet. 


Dec. 24. 


Appeals trom the Mixed Court, 

Mr. Yang Cheng, Taoyin and 
Special Envoy of Foreign Affairs, 
has been empowered to constitute 
a Higher Court of Justice to hear 
and decide appeal cases against 
Mixed Court decisions.

Returned Chinese Emigrants. 

Owing to the dislocation of indus- 
trial enterprises as well as trade 
by the European war, a large num- 
ber of Chinese who have emigrated 
abroad have returned to Chins. The 
Central Government is solicitous 
of the welfare of these poor emi- 
grants, ax the cold winter season 
has set in. A telegram has been 
received by the local authorities, 
ordering them to devise methods 
for the relief of such returned emi. 


grants if in want, and informing 
them that the numbers of these re- 
fugees who have returned to this 
country are as follow:—By steam- 
ships vid Shanghai, over 600; via 
Foochow, over 3,300; via Amoy, 
over 12,900; via’ Swatow, over 5,700; 
by way of Macao and Kungpei, over 
4,500; through the Hongkong- 
Kowloon railway, over 21,500; and 
via Siberia and’ South Manchuria 
railways, over 17,800. Their total 
number is over | 75,800, including 
those returning by some other ways. 








PEKING’S EMPTY 
TREASURY. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR 
FILLING IT. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
Peking, Dec. 1 
Unless the Government is in- 
dustriously hoisting signs about 
the landscape of officialdom to 
“Beware of the Dog,” when there 
is no biting canine to beware of, 
the days of the “Squeezer” are 
numbered. We have of late seen 
Presidential Mandates, _prosecu- 
tions and executions in con- 
nexion with corruption, and now 
regulations have been issued by the 
Minister of Finance to prevent 
petty peculation, or embezzlement 
on a large scale. These regulations 
require officials in charge of Go- 
vernment Funds to furnish security 
8 & guarantee of their integrity. 
What these regulations will mean 
if they are strictly enforced will 
‘appeal to the imaginative. The 
whole of the funds of the Republic 
are handled by officials, and their 
name is legion. They exist in every 
city, town, and village in the wide 
Republic. There are swarms of 
them. Through them every tax is 
collected, but by them every col- 
lected sum is not passed into the 
Government coffers. 


‘What the Government Gets. 

It has been estimated, or rather 
asserted, that if the Government 
could only secure fifty per cent. of 
the actual amount collected from 
the people throughout the coun- 
try in the form of taxation ii 
would be able comfortably to liqui 
date its national debt, and keep its 
administration financially lubricated 
in first class style without neces- 
sity for appeals to foreign financial 
markets. Supposing then that all 
the money collected could find its 
way to the Treasury; what a na- 
tional Croesus we would see arise! 

But there is another aspect of 
this proposed security which is more 
appealing to the speculative mind. 
It is concerned with the possibility 
of the Government securing the de- 
posit with itself of the cash bonds 
of those who will be required to 
furnish such in order to obtain and 
hold positions. It is reasonable to 
suppose thet there are at least 100,- 
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000 officials in China through whose 
fingers national funds trickle. As- 
sume that all of these should be 
required to deposit cash security 
averaging as low as 83,000 each; 
and what would be the result? The 
Government Treasury would find 
itself in possession of a reserve of 
200,000,000. 


No More Embarrassment. 

Presto! Away flutters the finan- 
cial embarrassment of the Govern- 
ment, and bankruptcy is transmut- 
ed at once into solvency. If ne- 
cessary the Government could, by 
strict enforcement of a rigorous 
code, acquire unto itself large por- 
tions of this wealth, for by dis- 
charging those who failed to ac- 
count for every cent stamp or cent 
of cash collected it would become 
the possessor of the bond deposited 
by the defaulter. 

At once China would have a 
reserve of $200,000,000 dollars, 
and, in addition, would ex- 
perience the distinct rapture cf 
securing the major part, if not all, 
of the money collected from the 
people in the form of taxes, No 
charge is made for this suggestion ; 
the only stipulation being, if it 
adopted by a wise and progressive 
Minister of Finance, that the 
ter be protected against the in- 
fliction upon him of some class or 
other of the now notorious order of 
the Excellent Crop or the order of 
the Terrible Tiger. 

















LAND PROBLEMS IN 
MUKDEN. 


SOME DIFFIOULTIES OF 
REASSESSMENT. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Mukden, Deo. 17. 

‘The re-registering of property 
still goes on, and an extraordinary 
muddle, in many directions, is be- 
ing revealed. The conditions com- 
mon over Manchuria which is more 
or leas outside the regular run of 
things, lend themselves to disorder. 
Lands, on being remessured are 
{found too often to be much more than 
the figures on which taxee have 
been paid. Many have changed 
hands again and again on what are 
called “white” titledeeda, that is 
2 mutual arrangement by which the 
seller and purchaser agree to de- 
fraud the government, Vast tracts 
of good Iand are found to have paid 
nothing to the revenue, owing to 
their being, often only nominally, 
under Manchu privileges. It wi 
time that there was a general 
tightening up. 


Cases of Hardship. 


In some instances, however, 
great hardships are experienced, as 
families that have, in good faith, 
honestly owned land and have paid 
the taxes, find that their title deeds 
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were not right and others can claim 
their property. The abolition of 
slavery and serfdom has worked 
out very sadly for some, as they 
have now no claim to land which 
they have, apparently, owned for 
generations. One thing is very evi- 
dent, namely, that if the land taxes 
are collected ae ij the salt revenue, 
there will be an abundance of 
money for the Government and no 
need for further taxation. 


‘The Liao River. 

It would almost seem as though 
the wretched problem of the Liao 
River was at last near solution, os 
everything is apparently agreed to 
and only the wheels need to be set 
in motion and made to run emooth- 
ly. Why the Central Government 
does not take a strong hand and 
say that this work must be done 
and done quickly is a mystery. The 
case ie urgent, means only a great 
benefit to China, while the money 
and plans are all arranged. Yet 
one finicky thing after another 
comes up and stops progress; each 
month of delay will cause the need- 
ful outlay of money to be greater. 
Why the Chinese merchants do not 
rouse themselves it is difficult to 
imagine as they have far more at 
stake than the few foreigners, who, 
however, see farther ahead. The 
schemes, as planned, are practical 
and economical, with nothing 
dreamy or fanciful about them. 


Ropairing Damaged Telephone 
Wires. 






The authorities of this city have 
persevered in a praiseworthy man- 
ner with the replacing of the elec- 
tric light and telephone wires and 
poles, which were 80 seriously de- 
stroyed by the November blizzard. 
The work was and is a most diffi- 
cult ome. The difficulty in obtain- 
ing fresh supplies of poles and 
wires, and the digging of holes in 
the ground which ie frozen solid 
down to about three or four feet 
already, has made progress 


dealt with more readily as they had 
plenty of reserves of materials and 
trained workmen to hand, and their 
losses were much smaller than those 
of the Chinese. 








GREAT BRITAIN 
AND BELGIUM. 


THE TREATMENT OF 
WOUNDED. 

We have received from M. G. 
Kabn, the French Consul-General, 
the following translation of a letter 
which appeared on November 5 in 
“Le Courrier de VArmee,” the 
newspaper of the Belgian army. In 
a covering letter, M. Kahn says 
“«T think it is a good answer to the 
mendacious reports scattered some 
time ago by German telegrams con- 
cerning the feelings of the Belgians 
towards their British friends.”” 





During the interval between the 
fall of Antwerp and the departure 
of the Government for Le Havre all 
the hospitals and field hospitals 
established in the unoccupied part 
of the country were taken to Ostend. 
Our wounded were sent from there 
to England on board the British 
transports. They are attended to 
with a love and an abnegation that 
will fill our hearts for ever with 
boundless gratitude for the great 
country which is helping our people 
with so much kindness in these sad 
hours. 

I croased on board one of the 
ships carrying our wounded. I saw 
the stretchers on which the danger- 
ously wounded soldiere were lying 
lifted with a thousand precautions 
towards the great-sitting rooms, oF 
the comfortable staterooms of the 
mail boat. Those who were lese 
wounded remained on deck or in 
the gangways to enjoy the short 
crossing. As soon as the ship left 
the pier all the members of the Red 
Cross—British and Belgians—vied 
with each other to make the situa 
tion as pleasant as possible for our 
soldiers; they were busy preparing 
food and hot drinks; tea, coffee and 
chocolate. Every one did his best 
to make himself useful, the crew 
as well as the Red Cros nurses. 


‘Men of Good Heart. 

Our re fellows were not dis- 
heartened. All appeared of a firm 
mind and only wished for a prompt 
cure in order to go again to the 
front. Their courage and their sup- 
pressed ardour were admired by 
the British members of the Red 
Cross who were helping them. I 
saw one of our men, a private in a 
line regiment from Antwerp who 
had received twenty-two shrapnel 
wounds, lying on « stretcher. He 
was motionless, his poor body in- 
visible almost under bandages. 
In spite of hie fearful state 
this hero remained calm and 
high spirited. 

Ex Souvenirs. 

Our ship followed the coast as 
far as Calais whence it crossed to 
Dover. We met on the way many 
boats, some carrying Belgian 
wounded or refugees, others soldiers 
from our army or British troops, 
who, when passing, were cordially 
cheered. The ships were travelling 
at such @ short distance from each 
other that it was possible to hear 
the national hymns enthusiastically 
sung. At Dunkirk a certain number 
of our engineers moved on board a 
French ship. Having escaped from 
Antwerp they went to rejoin the 
army and to go on fighting for the 
freedom of their Fatherland. It 
was a moment of deep emotion, 
when, amidst wishes for victory, 
the small French ship took them 
towards the harbour. 

In the meantime our wounded and 
their British friends had become 
more intimately acquainted. Every 
one wished to receive some souvenir 
from our soldiers, a tricolour 
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cockade, a button from a uniform, 
or a shoulder strap. I saw ® nurse 
fixing on the arm of her coat the in- 
signia of a sergeant and a ehooting 
medal. 


Reaching England. 

We reached Dover in the evening. 
None of those who made this 
journey will forget the solemn and 
tragio impression of this arrival in 
England. Night had fallen 
slowly: the lights of the houses 
on the cliffs glittered. Numerous 
searchlight gleamed over the sea. 
Suddenly one of the lights fell full 
on the great ship, outlining ite 
bridges, ite funnels, its masts, its 
hundreds of wounded. 

Scarcely had the Belgian friends 
been signalled when from every- 
where, from the coast, the pier, the 
ships moored in the harbour, there 
thundered a tremendous greeting of 
welcome. The Belgian colours were 
waving everywhere. Our soldiers 
answered by vigorous shouts of 
“Long live Britain!” 

Tt took a long time for the ship 
to land its precious load and one 
cannot exaggerate the care with 
which disembarkation was accom- 
plished. Everything had been 
prepared most carefully. 
special trains were under steam 
in the station; they brought 
our wounded to London where 
they were at first distributed 
among various hospitals, to be seat 
afterwards, according to their 
state, towards other havens of 
security and rest.

MONEY AND EXCHANGE. 

The market was dull and again 
inclined to bo eaay yesterday.

San Francisco, Dec. 17. 

The British cruiser Bristol reports 
from Punta Arenas in the Straits of 
Magellan: 

‘The naval battle near the Falk- 
land Islands lasted from 9 o'clock 
in the morning till 7 o'clock at 
night. On the British side the 
armoured cruisers Invincible and 
Inflexible, the battleship Canopus, 
the armoured cruiser Kent and the 
protected cruisers Bristol and Glas- 
gow took part. The German cruis- 
ers, with the exception of the Dres- 
den, were sunk. Two captains were 
saved ae well as many officers and 
men of the Gneisenau. The weath- 
er was good, only the lack of boats 
prevented the saving of more men. 
The fighting was heroic. 

Another eye-witness reports that 
the armoured cruiser Defenco is 
ashore near Port Stanley on the 
Falkland Islands. Furthermore he 
saw that seven ships took part in 
the fighting on the British side; 
consequently one ship's name has 
been omitted in the above list 
There is no doubt that the broad- 
ide of the Scharnhorst had good 
hite. All the ships of the enemy 
were seriously damaged, which fact 
is, however, kept secret by the 
British. 











Berlin, Dec. 18 

The German Foreign Office pub- 
lishes the following report: 

Headquarters, Dec: 18. 

The outlook near Nieuport is 
favourable, but the fighting is still 
undecided.’ The French attacks be- 
tween La Bassée and Arras and on 
both sides of the Somme have fail- 
ed with heavy losses to the enemy. 
On the Somme the French have 
lost 1,200 prisoners and at least 
1,800 killed, The German losses 
there have been less than 200. 

In the Argonne successful attacks 
have brought the Germans about 
750 prisoners and some war material. 

On the rest of the west front 
there have been no important 
events. 

The situation on the east Prus- 
jan, and the west Prussian front 
remains unchanged. 

In Poland, following the capture 
of Lowiez, the pursuit of the re- 
treating enemy is being continued. 

The “Deutscher Ucberteedienst ' 
report: 

‘The coincidence of the raid of the 
German cruisers on the coast of 
England and the victory in the east 
continues to cause general rejoicing. 
Although the headquarter’s report 
does not give any details, the ex- 
pretation generally prevails that 
the Russian defeat will prove to be 
complete. From details already 
available, however, it is safe to 
say that the victory has freed Ger- 
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many from any possible menace of 
an invasion from the east for 
long period. 

The Austrians appear to have 
done their work quite as thorough- 
ly. The political effect of the vie- 
tory is also likely to be advantage- 
ous with regard to certain Powers, 
the attitude of which might depend 
on the course of the war. While 
nearly the whole press is disposed

Between the Lys and the Oise we 
took possession of part of the 
German first line of trenches along 
a front extending from Richebourg 
through Lavone and Civechy to 
Lez-La Bassée. 

We re-captured a German trench 
at Maricourt, south-east of Albert. 

The Germans twice attacked very 
violently in the Lihons district, at- 
tempting to recapture some 
trenches, but they were repulsed. 

The superiority of our artillery 
from the Oise to the Argonne show- 
ed itself by its interruption of the 
enemy's fire, the destruction of 
quick-firer shelters and observation 
posts and the dispersal of a hostile 
concentration. 

We repelled three attacks in 
the Bois de la Grurie, two on Fon- 
taine Madame and another on Bt. 
Hubert.

in the employment of the Chinese 
Customs. She therefore submitted 
the names of eight Japanese for 
appointment as Commissioner, De- 
puty Commissioner and Assistants, 
but Ohina refused to accept them 
on the grounds that Japan has no 
right to make such appointments 
or expect their acceptance. 

In order to meet Japan to some 
extent, China has expressed her 
willingness to appoint to the vacant 
posts eight Japanese on the under- 
standing that they enter the service 
at the bottom of the ladder, Mr. 
Tachibana, however, to be Com- 
mer at Tsingtao. 

This proposal has been tele- 
graphed to Tokio, but Japan’s te 
cision has not yet been reovived.

Another factor ing against 
too great expectations in Poland 
is that the retreating Russians are 
getting nearer the base of their 
supplies, while their pursuers are 
getting farther away from their's 
in a country of terrible highways. 
Despite this and the paucity of 
official reports, the most complete 
confidence is felt that Field-Marsbal 
von Hindenburg will be able to 
finish what he has begun. 

‘The reports of fighting at many 
places in Flanders are causing 
speculation as to whether the |ung- 
expected general attack vf the 
Allies has begun. In any event the 
fact that the Allies have carried 
through continuous aggressive 
operations during the last two 
days, justifies the supposition that 
considerable forces have 
brought into activity by them.

‘Thromgh Renter's Agency. 
London, Dec. 22. 

Reuter’s correspondent in Paris 
Jearns, on excellent authority, that 
the Allies in the west took the of- 
fensive along the whole front three 
or four days ago, profiting by the 
despatch of German troops to Pol- 
and. 


The Allies have made exceeding- 
ly good progress, though a moro 
formidable resistance is expected. 

Paris, Dec. 22. 

Tho communiqué issued thie 
afternoon states: 

From the North Sea to the Lys 
there have been only artillery en- 
gagements. 

We repulsed, between the Lys 
and the Aisne, a German attack 
made in an attempt to debouch 
from Carency. We captured some 
houses in the region of Blangy. 
The enemy’ ttack on Mametz and 
‘the neighbouring trenches did not 
permit our troops to make much 
Progress in this direction. 

We repulsed three attacks in the 
region of Lihons, and also made 
slight gains eastward and westward 
of Tracy-le-Val. Our artillery main- 
tained an effective fire on the 
| Moubron Plateau. 

There have been artillery engage- 
ments in the regions of Reims, the 
Champagne and the Argonne, while 
‘around Sousin there has been 
| violent fighting with the bayonet. 
We made no appreciable progress 
in this district 
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GERMAN FIELD WORKS 
TAKEN. 

Wo carried three Germen field- 
works, representing trenches with a 
front of 1,500 metres, in the vicinity 
of Perthes-les-Hurlus. We con- 
solidated our positions gained north- 
st of Beau Sejour and occupied 
all the trenches bordering on Le 
Calvaire Ridge in the Bois de la 
Grurie. 

Our progress continues im the 
region of St. Hubert. We repulsed 
an attack at Bois Bolants, where 
some ground had been lost, and te- 
captured two-thirds of the ground. 

Slight progress has been made 
between the Argonne and the Meuse 
at Vanquois and our troops, north- 
ward of Malincourt, have succeeded 
in getting past the barbed wire en- 
tanglement and capturing some of 
the enemy’s trenches where, hither- 
to, they have held their ground. 

We lost, then re-captured, ground 
in the Bois de Consenvoye which we 
had recently won The fighting was 
sharp. 

There is nothing to report else- 
where. 











Paris, Dec. 23.

SUPREME GERMAN 
EFFORT IN POLAND. 


DESPERATE FIGHTING 
BETWEEN THE VISTULA AND 
PILICA. 

Petrograd, Dec. 22. 

An official communiqué states: 
“The adoption of » more restrict- 
ed front by the Russian forces is 
due to the concentration of very 
great German forces on our front.” 

Petrograd, Dec. 23. 

The official communique issued 
yesterday evening states: 

Desperate fighting took place on 
the 21st between the lower Vistula 
and the river Pilica; the German 
attacks were repulsed. Austrians 
were captured between the Pilica 
and the Upper Vistula, 

The operations in Galicia are 
developing in our favour. The 
sorties of the garrison at Przemysl 
have bean repulsed.

Petrograd, Dec. 22. 

On the 2st a series of stubborn 
engagements took place between 
the lower course of the Vistula and 
the Pilica; one, on the left bank of 
the Pilica, was remarkably fierce. 
The German attacks, generally, 
were repulsed with heavy losses; 
only at several minor points did 
our troops fall back slightly in order 
to occupy more advantageous posi- 
tions. 

Some columns of German troops 
which crossed the Bzura, in the 
region of Sochaczovo, were driven 
into the river where they suffered 
severe losses while we captured nine 
quick-firers. 

No essential changes are reported 
between the Pilica and the upper 
course of the Vistula except from 
Skovrono where the Austrians, hav- 
ing crossed the river Nida, were 
driven back by our counter-attack 
and, threatened by an attack with 
‘the bayonet, surrendered. We cap- 
tured eighteen officers and over 
1,000. men. 

It appears that during an engage- 
ment on the 19th in the region east 
of Prjedborja we captured seven- 
teen Austrian officers and 1,000 men. 

In Galicia, on the 2ist, the action 
continued to develop successfully, 
Our troops unexpectedly attacked 
an Austrian division near Riglits; 
the Austrians fied in disorder leav- 
ing 1,500 dead. 

We attacked with the bayonet. 
near Modlov, part of another divi- 
sion which fled leaving 500 killed 
During our further advance in this 
region the Austrians lost many pri- 
soners, three guns and several 
quick-frers. 

‘A portion of the Prremysl gar- 
rison again again attempted sorties 
in various dirretions and were every- 
where repulsed with severe loss, 
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On the Caucasian front, on the 
20h, several engagements ended 
in the defeat of the Turks, who sul- 
fered heavy losses in killed and 
wounded.

AN INTERVIEW WITH 
MR. LLOYD GEORGE. 


‘An interesting interview with Mr. 
Lloyd George, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, shows that Great Bri- 
tain is expending £45,000,000 per 
month on the war, and that she will 
shortly have 2,500,000 soldiers and 
sailors under arms, theso men being 
the pick of the nation. These forces 
will be maintained until victory has 
been won. 

The Chancellor ardently reiterat- 
ed the resolution of Britons to con- 
tinue with inflexible tenacity the 
struggle against German military 
Imperialism, and said that Great 
Britain is actuated by highly demo- 
cratic and humanitarain aims. 

‘The situation in France is satis- 
factory. The Allies are everywhere 
taking the offensive, and ground is 
being gained steadily. 

In spite of the statements issued 
in Berlin, the Russians are doing 
well in their campaign against the 
Austrians, while they have stopped 
the Germans and thrown them back 
into East Prussia. The Germans 
are unable to advance across the 
Vistula. 

The Swiss newspapers are publish- 
ing significant statements to the 
effect that Austria is tired of the 
war, and suggesting that sho should 
desert Germany. 

The German naval raid on the 
East coast of England has produced 
a great boom in recruiting. 

The economic situation in Great 
Britain ip excellent, and there is no 
distress. Special arrangements have 
been made to send seasonable com- 
forta to the troops for Christmas.

Ta the region of Sousin north- 
east of Chalons the French yester- 
day attacked violently and advanc- 
ed up to the German trench. Thei- 
attacks, however, broke down 
wainst the German fire. Th» 
Freach left four officers and 310 men 
in German hands. A number of 
French killed are lying in front of 
the German positions. 

In the Argonne the Germans hav: 
tsken an important height; they 
captured three machine guns, one 
quick-firer and 270 men. 

The desperate attacks of the 
french north-west of Verdun hav; 
utterly failed. 

The extreme activity of the French 
on the whole front is explained by 
an army order issued by General 
Joffre, the French Commander-in- 
Chief, dated the 17th instant, a 
copy of which was found on a dead 
Irench officer. The army order 
reints out that great reinforce 
ments of men and war material hava 
arrived, and it says that now 1 
the moment to free the country 
from the invader; finally it ex- 
presses the conviction of a final 
triumph of the French arms.

The official bulle- 
tan, however, says that the Russians 
are resisting the Austrian advance 
with heavy forces on the lower 
Duenajec, where heavy fighting is 
now in progress, This is also the 
caso north of the Lupkow pass. 

According to advices received 
from Constantinople, Enver 
Pasha, the Turkish Minister 
of War, has taken over the 
command of the Turkish troops 
in the Caucasus. The Turks 
continue to transport troops over 
the Black Sea to a point near Ba- 
toum without encountering the 
Russian fleet. The Turkish army is

Constantinople also reports that 
the uprising in the Sudan bas assum-

Our Shaoshing correspondent 
writes that on December 21 a pro- 
cession was organized in Shaoshing 
in honour of the late Dr. Dao 
Huan-tsing, who was shot in the 
French hospital at Shanghai dur- 
ing the first year of the Republic. 
Dr, Dao was about to be appoint- 
ed Tutuh of Obtkiang when he 
was murdered. All the local offi- 
cials, the military, police and 
studente were represented in the 
procession, which was held to cele- 
brate the opening of Dr. Dao’s 
ancestral hall. 

An article by Mr. Roosevelt in 
the “New York Times” of Novem- 
ber 8, contains the following pare 
graph: “It will never be possible 
in any war to commit a clearer 
breach of international morality 
than that Germany has commit- 
ted in the invasion and subjuga- 
tion of Belgium. Yet we have 
taken no steps to redress the 
wrongs of the Belgians. It is a 
faroe for the United States to sign 
Hague treaties and enter into 
agreements if our Government 
does not consider itself bound to 
see that regulations are actually 
observed.” 

‘Tun case of Mohamed Ibrahim 
the Indian Mohammedan who 
stands charged with creating a false 
alarm by saying that the Germans 
were bombarding Singapore and 
were about to invade Penang and 
take over the Government, was re- 
cently mentioned in cond 
Court at Penang. Tho Ne Bolietor 
General, Mr. A. B. Voules, inform- 
ed the bench that he had received 
orders from Singapore to have the 
onse transferred to military 
authorities.

Prryscr impartislity on the sub- 
ject of the war is impossible, and 
thie fact has been brought home 
with peculiar force to residents of 
cities in the East where representa- 
tives of all nations are gathered 
together. It follows almost of 
necessity that there is a pretty con- 
flict of news and views.

cited. The editor of the ‘Japan 
Mail” has received through the post 
a leading article clipped from his 
paper and endorsed in a bold, frm 
hand and with a blue pencil: “You 
damned British Beast.” The com- 
munication ia at least brief and 
bright, if not brotherly. 

We have received from a corres- 
pondent a translation of a Tokio 
telegram, dated December 21, ap- 
pearing in the “ Nichi Nichi Shim- 
bun” (Shanghai) on Tuesday, re 
garding the German naval losses. 
‘The translation says that since the 
opening of hostilities the German 
naval losses are as follows 
Battle cruiser, 1; armoured. crui- 
sers 4; oruisers 13; converted crui- 
sers 4; gunboats 6; déstroyers 10; 
submarines 3; surveying ships 2; 
mine layers 2, making » total of 
forty-five vessels. The total tonnage 
—with the exception of three vessels 
whose tonnage is unknown—is 173, 
473 tons, representing low of 
about 18 per cent. of the German 
Navy. 

Asout nine o'clock on Sunday 
morning the Fire Brigade station 
received a message from the Mixed 
Court to the effect that a fire had 
broken out in w shop in Chékiang 
Road. Motors from all the stations 
were called out, and on arrival, it 
was found that the first floor room 
of No. 152 North Chékiang Road, 
was well alight, with the flames 
breaking through the dividing walls 
of Nos. 151 and 153. The outbreak 
was quickly dealt with, and the fire 
was practically confined to the 
room in which it originated. No. 
152 was badly damaged, while the 
premises on either side were slight- 
ly damaged on the first floor. The 
brigade did good work in stopping 
the fire from spreading. 


‘Tas death is announced of Mr. 
Auguste Raphael Marty, merchant 
and owner of the well-known steam- 
ers which for many years have run 
between Hongkong and Haiphong. 
‘Mr. Marty died St December 15 at 
Haiphong, where he resided. In 
addition to being the proprietor of 
the Cie de Navigation Tongkinoise, 
the subsidized mail service boats, 
Mr. Marty owned the Maokhe coal 
mines, in Tonking and his firm, 
which has branches at Hanoi, 
Pakhoi, Hoihow and Kuangchow- 
wan, as well as at Haiphong and 
Hongkong, is one of the best known 
French firms in the Far East. Mr. 
Marty was highly esteemed by all 
who knew him, and his death is 
regretted by a wide circle of friends. 

Unit positive confirmation of 
the report is received, we cannot 
entirely accept the news that Ger- 
man troops have attempted to out- 
wit the British by shouting “ Hur- 
rah der London Scottland” and 
“Ve vos der Hindoos” as they have 
advanced in borrowed khaki uni- 
forms. Nor can we suppose that 
their attempts to utilize the “Tip-

‘Tan “Peking & Tientsin Times” 
has been struck off the roll of sub- 
soribers to the telegraphic service 
of the “Tageblatt fur Nord China” 
in consequence of its “low remarks” 
and “partly foolish, partly shame- 
less notes deprecating the German 
Telegraph Service.” Although 
“forbidden” to publish the German 
telegrams in future, the editor of 
the British paper has declined vo 
be excommunicated in this way, 
saying he will continue to repifo: 
duce and expose the falsity of such 
German telegrams as are caloulat- 
ed to mislead the public in North 
China, and “combat the campaign 
of slander and misrepresentation 
which the Germans are conducting 
through their subsidized Press 
Agencies in the Far East,” 


Tux London correspondent of the 
“Echo de Parts,” says that Earl 
Roberts told him in an interview 
that the primary reason for his 
visit to France was to sce his dear 
Indian troops, but also that be 
meant to speak to Field-Marshal 
Sir John French about the exces 
sive secrecy kept by the military 
authorities and those at home con- 
cerning the work of British soldi- 
ers. A distinguished officer in Lon- 
don, interviewed, said that he did 
not doubt that Earl Roberts went 
to the front as an example to his 
countrymen. His influence was 
brought to dissuade him from go- 
ing, but he met the objections with 
the answer:—“I cannot remain 
quietly at home when my old com- 
rades are fighting for our oxist- 
ence.” 

For the information of ite read- 
ers the “Literary Digest’, publish- 
ed in New York, has obtained state- 
ments from the editors of between 
360 and 400 newspapers in the 
United States, telling their own 
attitude and the feelings of their 
community towards the nations at 
war. Of the 367 replies, 105 edi- 
tors report that they favour the Al- 
lies, twenty favour the Germans, 
and 942 are neutral. Of the pro- 
Ally editors thirty-four are in the 
Eastern States, thirteen in the Cen- 
tral, forty-seven in the Southern, 
and eleven in the Western. The 
feeling of the cities and towns re- 
presented is reported as favouring 
the Allies in 189 cases, for the Ger- 
mans in 38, and neutral or divided 
in 140.

A few robberies in 
the country districts are reported,

A number of foreign house-boats 
come by water to Kashing, and 
the foreigner and his dogs take 
train from Shanghai. This saves 
time from travel for actual shoot- 
ing. Pheasants seem plentiful, but 
there are fewer ducks than usual. 
The canal from Kashing to Haiyien 
on Hangchow Bay is very popular. I 
am told that there are deer in the 
mountains along the shore. 

There seems to be some improve- 
ment in the method of collecting 
the land tax, the amount being in 
creased on the plea that, as the 
government cannot now borrow 
from foreigners, the Chinese must 
pay. Manchu military land has 
been offered for sale, that required 
tor the civil service being retained, 
pending orders from Peking.

ROBERT MORRISON'S: 
FIRST CONVERT. 


A FORGOTTEN PIECE OF 
CHINESE HISTORY. 

Students of Chinese records of a 
hundred years ago will be interested 
to read the leading article of “ The 
Chines Christian Intelligencer ”” 
this week, which discusses the his- 
tory of Tsai Kao, the first Chinese 
baptized by Robert Morrison. The 
sketch was prepared by the Chinese 
and presents certain facts about a 
subject hitherto little known. 

Born on a junk in 1788, Tsai was 
reared in a pagan family and at the 
age of twenty-one, after a varied 
experience, met with Morrison at 
Macao the year after the English- 
man’s arrival in China. He a: 
ed Morrison in the work of printing 
the Scriptures, and in 1814 deter- 
mined to become a Christian. At 
that time there w ban on the 
Roman Catholic religion, but in 
spite of this he received the rite of 
baptism from Morrison on the 
Chung Yang festival, 1814, when the 
people of the city went into the 
country to worship and the govern- 
ment spies were less vigilant. 

In 1845 through pressure of the 
French, the ban on the Catholics 
was removed and the next year an 
Imperial Rescript announced that 
this religion could be taught, and 
should not be classed with hetero- 
dox beliefs. Tsai was closely 
watched by emissaries of the 
Viceroy: his house was searched 
and as no crucifixes or images were 
found, arrested, condemned, 
and thrown into prison, where he 
shortly afterwards died in 1846. 
The centenary of his baptism was 
observed this year on October 97 
with fitting ceremonial, in many of 
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the Churches throughout China. A 
question of considerable interest 
to many is asked by the compilers 
of this sketch, ie., whether Mor- 
rison changed the term tin chu 
KE ), whic? he first used for God, 
to Shangti ( |) on account of 
this unfortunate occurrence. 


GERMAN TRADE IN 
CHANGSHA. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR BRITISH 
MERCHANTS. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
Ohangsha, Deo. 16. 

8o far, no British merchant has 
come to take over the export busi- 
ness of German firms  Al- 
though it is quite true that 
many of the young Germans 
who left Changsha for Tsingtao in 
August were not getting what a 
young Englishman would have call- 
ed s ‘living wage,” still a great 
deal of business was being done, 
and if British merchants were to 
come here they could capture much 
of it. That there is very little in- 
tercourse between the British and 
the few non-missionary German re- 
sidents loftin the port is chiefly the 
sult of the actions of the latter 
the earlier days of the war, when 
they were more sure of winning 
than they are, perchance, to-day. 

‘The military governor, T’ang 
Heiang-min, has just paid a visit 
to Yochow. Extraordinary precau- 
tions were taken for his safety. He 
left secretly and before there was 
any expectation of his going. Be- 
fore his return, the traffic was divert- 
ed from the streets that he had to 
traverse between the river and the 
old Governor's yamtn, which he 
still occupies. The gate by which 
he entered was closed for a consid- 
erable time before his arrival.

that compensation could not be & 
manded of the owner, but the polite 
and the guild have continued tos 
as before. 

On this practice in connexion with 
the negotiations, which took pls 
before the issue of the regulation 
the counsel for the plaintiff 
tried to establish that an impli 
contract exists between the defer 
dants and the plaintiffs esteo! 
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to the effect that the police by re- 
ceiving the suspected articles make 
themselves responsible for the pay- 
ment to the shop and guarantee 
that the articles shall only be hand- 
ed to the owner on payment of the 
amount paid for them by the shop. 

There is also no doubt that the 
members of the Guild of the plain- 
tiffs expect and are accustomed to 
find that the police secure for them 
either the return of the things or 
the amount, for which they have 
bought the articles. An implied 
contract of that nature must how- 
ever be limited by two considera- 
tions. Firstly, such implied contract 
or guarantee would at any rate be 
subject to the condition that the 
Court did not direct otherwise, as 
obviously the police could not be 
assumed to have undertaken to in- 
demnify the plaintiffs against he 
effect of decisions of the Court. 
Next the handing over of the goods 
© police is not done simply to 
cblige the police who could, of 
courae, compel the shop people to 
appear as witnesses under Mixed 
Court summons. It is a considera- 
tion of some importance to the 
plaintiffs to be exempted from ap- 
pearing in Court as witnesses, and 
that in iteolf constitutes a quid pro 
quo, It is therefore not necessary 
to assume such a guarantee as is 
claimed by plaintiffe’ counsel in 
order to establish a consideration, 
for which the articles are parted 
with; to which it may be added 
that, the surrendering of the articles 
being a voluntary ‘act on thepart of 
the plaintiffs, if the parties as in 
this case have a written receipt 
made out, the plaintiffs as men of 
business would be likely to have a 
positive guarantee of that kind in- 
serted in it. 

On the other hand it would be 
quite unreasonable to assume that 
the articles are handed over for the 
police to do what they choose with 
them, for the shop people would 
never voluntarily accept any risk 
beyond what the competent Court 
could compel. It seems most rea- 
sonable to assume that the tacit 
understanding is that the police will 
use the articles for the proper pur- 
pose of establishing the charge 
against the thief, and that beyond 
that purpose the police will do 
nothing to impair the right of the 
purchasing shop to have the ques- 
tion of the return of the goods or, 
alternatively, of payment for their 
surrender to the original owner de- 
cided by the Mixed Court of this 
Settlement, to which alone the shop 
is amenable. 

It therefore remains to be seen, 
whether the police in the present 
case acted within the limits indicat- 
ed above. In this respect it is a 
most essential point that the police 
took the things or allowed them to 
be taken out of the Settlement and 
left them to be dealt with by the 
French Police, which had the result 
that the owner got them without 























the Settlement Court having an op- 
portunity of dealing with the ques- 
tion of compensation to the admitted- 
ly innocent purchaser from the thief. 
in 


The theft was committed the 
French Settlement and wi 
course, prosecuted in the 
Mixed Court. But the articles were 
in the possession of a resident in 
the International Settlement and 
the question, whether he was to 
give up possession and on what con- 
ditions he was to do so, was entirely 
a matter the decision of the 
Court, which had jurisdiction over 
him, that is, for the International 
Mixed Court. 

If the owner wanted his stolen 
articles back, the regular way for 
him was to file the judgement of 
the French Court at the Internation- 
al Court in proof of the theft and 
to ask for an order against the 
owner of the gold shop from the In- 
ternational Settlement Mixed Court, 
into whose custody the articles 
really passed when surrendered to 
the police, seeing that in case of 
refusal to surrender them, the 
police must have applied to that 
Court for an order to the shop to 
hand them over. The articles could 
be wanted in the French Court only 
‘as evidence and, even if the plain- 
tiffs could be considered to have 
known that the case of theft was 
before the French Court, there 
would be no reason to assume that 
they gave permission to the police 
to deal with the suspected articles 
in any other way than as evidence, 
which purpose would not neces- 
sitate that the police should part 
with the possession. This being so, 
it seems quite clear that the police 
in their otherwise praiseworthy 
efforts to assist their colleagues in 
the neighbouring Concession di 
without necessity and without con- 
sent of the plaintiffs or assent of 

















therefore now precluded from rais- 
ing the defence that the plaintiffs 
have no title according to Chinese 
law, which is not a matter within 
their province. 

The point in the defence that the 
defendants acted as agents for the 
French police has for obvious rea- 
sons not been maintained by the de- 
fending counsel. 

The action of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Police arose apparently from 
their failing to keep distinct the 
two matters involved, namely, the 
punishment of the thief, which per- 
tained to the Court of the place of 
the theft, and the allocation of the 
stolen articles, which pertained to 
the Court having jurisdiction over 
the person in whose possession they 
were. The latter matter could in 
no case be left to the discretion of 
the police of either the French Con- 
cession or the International Settle- 
ment but must be regarded as a 
judicial act within the exclusive 
Province of the competent Court. 

The judgement is therefore for 
the plaintiffs with costa.
